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More Difficult to Find Enemy | 
Than to Kill Him, Says 


French Aviator 
PARIS, Jan. 5. 
Fe vent POULET, describing his im-

pressions as an air scout says: 
“Hiding and concealment have be- 
come such an art in modern warfare that 
it is more difficult to locate the enemy than 
to kill him. 


“Infantry assumes the appearance of 
stacks of stray cannon become to the sharp- 
est eyes nothing but inoffensive piles of 
brush wood. 


“Observation ladders are ‘made up’ with 
such perfection that they are easily mistaken 
for poplars or cypress trees; false hedges 
and artificial thickets, even, frequently con- 

ceal batteries of artillery and detachments 
of infantry from the eye of the air scout. 
“There is only one thing that will enable 
an aviator to detect these modifications in 
the natural appearance of the ground he is 
flying over and that is a complete previous 
acquaintance with it. In certain regions 
that I explored frequently during the battle 
of the Marne there was a wood that we air- 
men called the ‘U’ wood; to us it was well 
known as a guiding point. One day this 
‘U* wood presented an unusual aspect to my 
eyes; the extremity of the left horn of the 
U seemed to have lengthened about 30 yards 
during the night. I took the chance of fly- 
ing low over the spot there, just inside of 
the miraculous night’s growth of woods I 
discovered a Gérman battery, skillfully hid 
from our artillery by a thicket of pine and 
cedars replanted during the night. 


“On another occasion it was a hedge that 
I had never seen before, though I had 
scrutinized every bit of the ground; on 
closer inspection I was able to discover 
the newly thrown up ridge of a line of 
trenches and the emplacement of two German 
batteries that would have given us a great 
deal of trouble on the morrow if our three- 
inchers had not thus been put into posses- 
gion of the secret. a oe 
~ “Photography,” adds Poulet: “is an: almost 
indispensable adjunct of the airman’s mis- 
sion.” 

He exhibited several photographs taken 
on the fly which shown elearly the high 
road and on both sides of it something that 
resembled a spider’s web. 


“Those lines,” Poulet explains, “are Ger- 

man trenches and not far from there are 
three round objects, each one between gray 
lines. They are’simply three German bat- 
teries that worked havoc in the allies’ ranks 
until, after three days’ hunting, we located 
them. 

“Here,” continues Poulet, “you see a great 
number of light round spots about the form 
of green peas; they are the funnel-shaped 
holes dug in the earth by our own three-inch 

y shells; some of them are seven feet in dia- 
meter and four feet deep; there are a great 
many of them, for there was where our 
batteries surprised a regiment of German 
infantry which they annihilated in less than 
half an hour, while the rest of the force 
concealed in the adjoining wood—the fa- 
mous ‘U" wood—were obliged to break camp 
in haste leaving their dead and wounded 


behind them.”

HIL® the party was in the trenches the 
Germans became aware of the prepara- 

tions for attack and their great sausage- 

shaped observation balloon was sent up. A long 
line of gravel cars occupied the siding in front of 
the station and the steel sides of these trucks 


had been pierced so often that they looked like ( 


sieves. The party was cautioned not to stay to- 
gether in a group, as the Germans were quick to 
detect any unusual movement. The warning came 
too late, and under a hail of shrapnel which had 
the correct elevation, but fortunately fell to the 
right of the village, the party made its way to the 
car and out of town, while a battery of heavy 
Belgian guns pounded away at the German posi- 
tion, covering. the allied attack, which came from 
Nieuport by way of the only dry road left to 
the invader'’s lines. 


Finding Purvyse, the other advanced Belgian 
post, inactive, the party returned to Furnes, stop- 
ping occasionally to watch the bombardment of 
Nieuport, which was proceeding with great fury. 
Inu the clear winter air the bursting of the shells 
presented a magnificent’ sight, while the roar of 
the Franco-Belgian batteries shook the windows 
of the automobile. Long lines of jaded French 
soldiers of the Alpine corps were coming from the 
advanced French trenches for a rest, while thou- 
sands -of their African brothers in arms were 
marching In the opposite direction to reinforce 
Nieuport, which, with Dixmude, forms the only 
possible gates to Pas de Calais, because of the 
flooded try between these two points, which 
makes try advance impossible for either side, 

On the way to Furnes, at Wulpen, the party 
watched the unloading of the huge canal boats 
which bring up the supplies for the forces in the

France and England, 
acting jointly, are feeding the Belgian army, and 
as the canals made a network in this part of the 
country this work is done without interfering with 
the usual military transport along the roads. 


Day Visits to Trenches Impossible. 

HE only part of the Franco-Belgian lines be- 
Tr tween Nieuport and Dixmude unvisited 

- was the wing situated in Dixmude. It 
would be certain death for anyone to attempt to 
erter ‘the trenches except at night and the staff of- 
ficers in the party expressed great amusement 
when they were told that certain papers had pub- 
lished accounts of visits by daylight to this line. 
Dixmude is held jointly by the Germans and the 
Belgians, the invaders occupying ongeside of the 
Yser and the Belgians in trench yards away 
on the opposite side. The Germ&ns have the ad- 
vantage of having ruined houses about their posi- 
tion while the Belgian trenches have a clear space 
in the rear. 

Tonight the correspondent dined with a Belgian 
officer looking like an American college youth, 
who carried orders from headquarters to the Dix- 
mude trenches. He described graphically the In- 
dian-like tactics he had to adopt even to gain the 
trenches on the darkest nights. Once there, he 
said, he felt safer than the villagers in the rear, 
who were exposed to the German artillery fire. 

Just to remind the party that they were not out 
of danger, the Germans dropped five shells, one 
of which exploded over the railroad station in 
Furnes, just as the automobile regained the town. 
These shells were fired from a heavy howitzer 
mounted on a motor car, which was run up close 
to Dixmude and within easy reach of Furnes. By 
these motor car guns and armored trains the Ger- 
mans have placed almost every foot of West 
Flanders under artillery fire. 


British Treat War as a Sport. 
OO: of the American ambulance workers 


who had been with the British in the 
neighborhood of Armentieres for a month, 
says the attitude of the British soldiér is utterly 
incomprehensible to the Frenchman who is fight- 


ing beside him. 
“Ty the French,” he says, “the British seem to 


like a score at cricket or football.” 

“‘T hear you lost. two guns the other day,’ I 
heard one young English Captain say to another,” 
he continued. “ ‘Yes, rotten luck,’ was the reply, 
‘but Cecil lost 10, you know.’ 

“Tt have even met officers who seem to take 
pride in their lack of knowledge of military mat- 
ters. I inquired of one such how many guns 
there are in a battery. ‘I really couldn’t say, you 
know,’ he answered. ‘I am of the Lancers.’ ” 

He says the many cases of bad feet have been 
due not so much to cold as to standing about in 
water, which causes the foot to swell. He con- 
tinued: 

“I first visited the trenches beyond Laventie, 
15 kilometers south of Armentieres. Laventie 
is now a mass of ruins, having been shelled by 
the Germans in the first week of December. The 
populace left in a mad rush, leaving bed clothes 
hanging out the windows and half-eaten meals on 
the tables. For nearly a mile from the trenches 
there was hardly a sign of life. A few cows 
were wandering about, anxious to be milked. The 
fields contained many dead animals of all kinds, 
dogs, sheep, horses and even cats. Nearly every 
farmhouse was a wreck and the roads and the 
farm lands were marked by enormous shell-holes. 

“T remember seeing one grave of a soldier 
who was killed on Dec. 2. The name could not 
be deciphered, but I made out of a little tag that 
he belonged to the East Lancashires. The crosses 
became more and more frequent; then we came 
to abandoned trenches full of caps, canteens and 
the coats of men who had been hastily buried. 


Trench Wounds Usually in Head. 


66 INALLY we came to the mud-plastered 
F fellows in the trenches and for several 
weeks I have lived with them. There 
is an average of one man to each 10 feet of 
trench and the nearest reinforcements are at La 
Gorgue and Estaire. The first day I walked about 
four miles along the trenches and began to realize 
the significance of a remark I had previously 
heard, that @ man could probably walk all the 
way from the English Channel coast of France 
to Switzerland without showing his head above 
the ' ground, 

“Anybody who is hit in the trenches nowadays 
is usually hit in the head by a bullet coming 
through a loophole and that usually means his 
death. During December in this part of the line 
there have been very few wounded.« Most of the 
hospital cases are the dreaded bad feet. When 
a man’s kit is taken away, as it is when he is 
brought to the hospital, it is pathetic to see what 
little souvenirs they save out of them. In some

Philanthropic Judge Eaton of 
Madison County Has a Stern 
Method of Weeding Out All 
Applicants Without a Just 
Claim, but the Most Consider- 
ate Charity Guides Him ‘in 
Dealing With the Deserving.

Mi every innstaee, 1 time immemorial, in 


every language, the word is breathed 

with feelings of reverence and devotion. 

Some religions and some natiyns have knelt be- 
fore its symbol in worship and adulation. Such a 


‘0; blessed state of being is motherhoos that ’twere 
take the war as a sport, and talk of their losses | 


sacrilege, almost, to suggest that mot\erhood is 
pot entirely its own reward. . 

“These are my jewels,” announced a mother of 
antiquity proudly, when bereft of all else save 
her children. And down through the ages, few 
and far between have been the mothers who have 
not in wofd or act asserted the same sentiment. 

Sentiment has been freely spent and ’twere folly 
t try to recount the amount of language that has 
been spent publicly and privately, extolling moth- 
erhood. 

Strange, {s it not, that we come to the present 
day and generation, to the last year or 80, indeed, 
before we behold the evidence of any public 
MONEY being spent in recognition solely of 
motherhood? ) 

At last, however, something of the sort is being 
done. A material premium, a monetary valua- 
tion is being attempted, at least, by several states 
of the Union and an endeavor made to meet the 
debt out of the public treasury in the shape of 
pensions. 

Twenty-one states and scattered communities 
have, since 1911, put into operation mothers’ pen- 
sion laws. In Missouri the idea has come near- 
est realization in Kansas City, where the county 
took over a certain privately organized mothers’ 
aid association. The new order of things seems 
to come nearer home to St. Louisans when it is 
known that just across the river, at the other 
end of a suburban street car line, in Jlinois— 
they are paying pensions to mothers. 

“Twenty women have filed their applications 
and will assert their claims under the mothers’ 
pension act In Madison County Court at Edwards- 
ville, Monday.” 


A Throng of Mothers There. 
HAT many 8t. Louis mothers, upon reading 
T that item in last Sunday’s papers, did not 
pick up and prepare to emigrate to a 
nearby community offering such advantages was 
not due entirely to a slavish regard for sentiment, 
I venturé to say. All mothers, while acknowledg- 
ing that motherhood is a blessed state, know that 
it implies other things as well, such as putting 
food into babies’ mouths, clothes upon little backs, 
knowledge into growing minds. 

In St. Louis, this unusual winter, there have 
been cases visible and numerous enough of moth- 
ers willing to admit that a little material as- 
sistance wold help in the maintenance of the 
blessed state. 

True to my own expectations, when I read the 
brief item just quoted, I found the courthouse at 
Edwardsville crowded to overflowing Monday 
morning with mothers willing to make the same 
admission. 

Some of them had been there since break of 
day, seeming to think it was to be a first-come- 
first-served affair. The hearings did not begin 


until 11 o'clock. Abagt 10 one mother was heard. 
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to say: “I came early so’s I could get back home. 
I left the clothes in soak and the bread to rise. 
I got to go now.” 

With which she took her departure. 

Other private conversations and consultations 
caused the crowd to thin perceptibly before court 
actually convened. 

The State, it seems, while willing to admit as 
states always have admitted, with vast appropria- 
tions to institutional care of the young that its 
children are. assets, is not yet willing to devote 
vast appropriations towards real mother care. 

The mother’s pension act in Illinois provides 
that each county shall levy and collect its own tax 
to support the mothers’ pension fund. 

The rate of taxation shall not exceed three- 
tenths of a mill. 

According to the report of the State Board of 
Charities, for 1914, the various counties seem to 
bave taken the law into their own hands, some 
failing, some refusing to make .a special levy, 
some dividing other funds or appropriations to 
this purpose. 

No idea of the amount paid to each pensioner 
can be arrived at, as there seems to be no uni- 
formity or resources or method of distribution 
among the counties. 

Madison County saw fit to devote the proceeds 
of a two-tenths mill tax to mothers’ pensions. 
The fund on hand amounts to $1200 to last until 
April. Nine hundred dollars being distributed 
among mothers who already have proved their 
claims, the idea is to prorate the balance as 
near as may be according to the individual needs 
ot the new applicants. 

Counting the noses of all the children present, 
it was plain to see the remaining $300 would 
not extend very far. Some of the women con- 
cluded the prospect wasn’t worth waiting for. 
Still, if, as “twas rumored, Mrs. McGinty of down 
Glen Carbon way is drawing a pension at the rate 
of $4 a month per child, there were families 
present who, taken altogether, might claim quite 
a respectable income. 


All Watchful of Their Brood. 
OMEN with five, seven and one with nine 
W children under her charge, were stayipg 
through to the bitter end. You should 
have seen those mothers, like hens, hovering each 
her particular flock. 


For all your vaunted sentiment, I'll venture: 
there were brothers and sisters who hadn't re- 


ceived so much attention, collectively, since, well, 


since they had their family photograph taken to 
send to President Roosevelt. 

There seemed to be a fear, too, that while one’s 
back was turned some other mother might appro- 
priate a child or two beyond her particular brood. 

Innocently enough, I offered to take upon my 
lap a restless youngster who fidgeted about on the ( 


bosom of his family. Others came to my knee and 
tried to make friends, but I didn't —, ne 
offense.

Alss, 
your husband, preferably deceased, must have bean 
a citizen, born or naturalized, in the United States. 
The act is not designed to encourage immigration 
especially, neither does it promote the haphazard 


propagation of children. One of the questions 


asked each applicant intended to call forth an as- 
sertion of the sense of responsibility or lack of 
it was, “Would you be willing to place your child 
in an institution?” . 


Parental Shirking Not Encouraged.

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Britain’s Reply on Seizure of Ships 


MAKES FOR FREER COMMERCE. 

Washington Herald: The British figures ac- 
count for much less interference with shipping 
than was popularly supposed to have taken place, 
and it would appear highly possible to bring about 
an early reduction in the number of ships de- 
tained. 

Barl Gray prefaces his note by describing it 
merely as ‘some preliminary observations,” 
promising a complete reply at a later date. Cer- 
tainly the way to a greater freedom of commerce 
seems already to have been made clear. 


OUR GOVERNMENT?’S DUTY. 
Philadelphia Press: Great Britain justifies 
her interference with neutral commerce on the 


ground that it is necessary to her national safety. 


That assumption pushed far enough would de- 
stroy our commerce altogether, as it is always 
possible to suspect that contraband may be hidden 
in every shipment. It is Ameriea’s interest and 
duty to see that neutral commerce is not driven 
oft the ocean or unduly molested because of un- 
supported suspicions of contraband. There is 
surely a solution that will give an honestly laden 
ship a safe voyage between neutral ports, and that 
solution our Government is bound in duty to its 
people to secure. 


WHAT WE CAN DO. 

Indianapolis News: The 1ote of Sir Edward 
Gray lays the basis for negotiations that will, we 
have no doubt, issue in a satisfactory adjustment 
of differences. Our Government can do much by 
insisting that cargoes shall be only what they pur- 
port to be. We think further that in seeking to 
prevent contraband from being reshipped out of 
neutral territory to which it is consigned, the 
British Government can by agreement with the 
Governments directly involved do much to keep 
eontraband from being reshipped. 


“ANYTHING WITHIN REASON.” 
Detroit Free Press: While the British foreign 
Minister is conciliatory and friendly, he does not 
give away his case, and he makes it plain that 
the limit of possible concession is to be the point 
where concession will begin materially to prejudice 
the*interests of his own country. In short, he 
intimates that his Government is willing to do 


anything within reason to please and placate 
America, but that justice to itself and its cause 
must stand first and-be of paramount importance. 
Which, we take it, is about the stand the Ameri- 
can people would wish its own Foreign Minister 
to take, were the positions of the two countries 


reversed. 


FRIENDLY AND REASONABLE. 

Louisville Courier-Journal: The reply of 
Great Britain is friendly in tone, but properly 
stiff as to backbone. The demand for allegations 
of undue interference in specific cases, rather 
than a protest based upon general principles con- 
cerning which there can be no room for disagree- 
nrent, seems reasonable. 

America has protested against illegitimate in- 
terference with her trade with neutrals. Every 
effort must be made to see that her trade with 
neutrals is legitimate. The continuance of cor- 
dial relationship between this country 4nd Great 
Britain will follow as a matter of course. 


FACTS MUST GOVERN. 

Philadelphia Record: The general principles 
being agreed to on both sides, the discussion must 
be on their application to the facts, and the facts 
have not yet been stated with any degree of full- 
ness on either side. We concede the right of 
search and the right of capture of contraband des- 
tined for a belligerent. But we can hardly con- 
cede that all the copper, to take a single item, ex- 
ported from this country to other neutral coun- 
tries is subject to seizure because it may reach 
a belligerent. There must be something more 
than a possibility, more even that a suspicion, to 
justify the seizure. 


UNSATISFACTORY. 

Washington Post: The American people are 
not satisfied with the reply of the British Govern- 
ment. They will never be satisfied until they have 
received evidence that Great Britain has aban- 
doned its attempt to interfere wrongfully with 
American commerce. No new interpretations of 
international law are necessary. The rights of 
neutrals and belligerents are as clearly established 
as they could be. There is no occasion for fine- 
spun argument. It is Great Britain’s purpose either 
tc respect American rights or to violate them.

Ship Purchase Bill Criticized | 


FOR A TRADE EMPIRE. 

Henry Waterson in Louisville Courier-Journal: 
It is a kind of Louisiana-purchase predica- 
ment. Jefferson had not only no constitutional 
warrant but the underlying principles in issue 
seemed at war with his political philosophy. But 
he was not wholly a doctrinaire. And, as a result, 
we got an empire for a song. So now we have a 
chance to get a trade empire. If we do not im- 
prove this chance it may be lost to us. We had 
better cross.our theoretic tracks than make a 
mistake, Government-owned ships are an experi- 
ment and more or less a speculation. Even if 
they should prove a failure, however, we shall be 
out of pocket only to the amount of money em- 
barked. 

PEOPLE WOULD SUPPORT IT. 

There is opposition to some 
of the President’s policies by men who deem them 
unwise (Govérnment ownership of merchant ves- 
sels, for instance), but if he presses both these 
new matters on Congress at the earliest con- 
venient time, as it is understood he will do, the 
people generally will support him in such action. 


CARGOES, NOT SHIPS NEEDED. 
Indianapolis Star: Secretary McAdoo, in his 
Chicago speech, seconded what the President has 
said about the urgent need for passing the ship- 
ping bill. He and the President are convinced 
that there is a crying demand for ships to carry 
our commerce into foreign ports. They are par- 
ticularly impressed with possibilities for trade 
development with Latin America, if only the Gov- 
ernment would go into the boat-owning business. 
Their theories do not fit in well with the re- 
port made last week by the Committee of Foreign 
Commerce and Revenue Laws of the New York 
Chamber of Commerce. That committee announced 
that careful investigation had shown that ‘‘the 


‘falling off in this country’s trade with South 


America has not been caused by a shortage of ves- 
sels, but by the adverse financial conditions ex- 
isting in almost all the South American states.” 
The committee found that there fs inability of ves- 
sels to get cargoes rather than any lack of ship- 
ping. This supports the assertion made by Sen- 
ator Burton in his speech against the measure. 


A LOSING VENTURE. 

San Francisco Chronicle: If the Government 
owns the ships it can doubtless make freight rates 
as low as it pleases. If by so doing its competi- 
tion reduces profits of private owners below what 
can be got in other directions we shall promptly 
lose them, for there is ample demand for the 
services of neutral ships in trade in which this 
country has no concern. 

It is certain that under Government ownership 
ships will be run at a loss, as those it took over 
with the Panama Railroad now are. It is certain 
that they cannot be operated at all after peace 
is made, except at ruinous loss. And the ships 
would have to be sold back to foreigners at what- 
ever could be got for them at that time. No Amer- 
ican would take them as a gift and run them under 
American laws. 


“FALSE IN PRINCIPLE.” 

Philadelphia Ledger: The more the ship pur- 
chase bill is discussed the weightier the objections 
to. it are seen to be. It is false tn principle and 
would be pernicious in practice. The administra- 
tion is opposed to subsidies, yet it uses the out- 
worn arguments of the subsidists. If it had real 
confidence in the virtue of its proposition it would 
not now be engaged in an effort to jam the bill 
through Oongress without regard to the public 
opinion it professes to consult. 


“SUBSIDY OR PURCHASE?’ 

Louisville Evening Post: Subsidies would 
increase the profits of ship owners, and would not 
prevent a combination of ship owners, which is 
now oppressing commerce. 

The purchase bill, by which the Government 
would become a stockholder in a shipping corpora- 
tion, would apply to ocean transportation the prin- 
ciple applied to land transportation by railroad 
su bsidies. 

Purchase would give us ships at once, and 
after the war, when the ocean would once more 
be free to commerce, the Government could sell the 
ships it owns. .

IN TWO WEEKS 


Provident Association Has Four 
Times the Requests for Help 
It Had Last Year. 


‘The St. Louis Provident Association 
is daily receiving almost more than fouz 


times the number of applications for 
emergency relief it did a year ago. 
During the first 14 days of this year 
2698 families and 86 single persons 
applied for help, as against 874 fam- 
flies and 318 single persons applying for 
help the first two weeks in January, 
1914, 

“The constantly increasing number of 
families who require urgent relief,’’ said 
C. M. Hubbard, secretary and general 
manager. of the association, “is most 
distressing and appalling. ‘The numbers 
in these families range from four to 12 
persons. The fact that we are compelled 
to help nearly 8000 more families the 
first 14 days of this year, than we did 
last year, tells.a most alarming story 
of the scarcity of work. 

“Our woodyard, sewing room and such 
other limited. industrial work as we 
can create is taxed beyond the limit 
We have 40 cords of kindling wood and 
60 cords of oak stove wood, which ws 
are anxious to sell, that we may be able 
to continue operating the wood yard. 
| “We have had an unusually large 
number of medical cases' this winter 
where the iliness has been brought on 
by exposure and lack of clothing and 
food. In these cases we have had to 
supply fhe midicine and special food; 
in most cases the physicians’ services 
were free. The Visiting Nurses havs 
cared for the cases needing the servics 
of°a nurse; cthers have been sent to 
the hospitals. 

‘‘We have thousands of families which 
we are caring for, and must continue 
to care for until the breadwinner of 
the family can recover—if they are ill 
—and until work can be found for 
therm.”’ ‘

HE week just ended was made 
memorable in New York City’s 
theatrical life by the production at 
the Booth Theater last Tuesday even- 
ing of Alice Brown's play entitled 
'“Children of Earth,” which won the 
“$10,000 prize in the Winthrop Ames play 
eentest, receiving the unanimous vote 
of the three judges who read the 1643 
manuscripts submitted in the competi- 

tion. 

The play seems to have made a mark- 
edly favorable impression on the minds 
of its first-night audience. “If, as the 
record of the theater testifies,’’ writes 
Louls De Foe in the New York World, 
“4il-fortune is usually the lot, of the 
prize play, the rule is not without its 
exceptions. Wholly apart from its dis- 
tinguished performance by the finest in- 
terpretative aids obtainable, it is easy 
te discern that ‘Childrea of Earth’ is an 
exceptionally fine: work which is destined 
to arouse great interest and, probably, 
win decided success. It is a real drama 
which springs from the clash of human 

’ wills and characters in conflict. ‘Chil- 
dren of Earth’ is ndt of Broadway or 
near it. It is a sonorous note which 
rings from afar.” 

In the vital essential of dramatic 
“grip” the new work is declared to 
be uncommonly strong. “There is an 
abruptness to some vf the situations 
that an author more familiar with the 
‘Wiechanics of the theater might have 
_ avoided,” writes De Foe. “But these 
-Poughnesses are hidden in the rapidly 
accumulating interest of the story. As 
a@ study of human nature and impulses 
it delves deep into life, and its analyses 
are bold and fine. To name a general 
term for its drift, it is a study in 
conscience, The opening act; laid in the 
New England homestead of Mary Ellen 
Barstow, ominously threatens a romancs 
of middle-aged lovers.

me, “that some of these deserting hus- 
bands do not return to profit upon the 
allowance made because of the children. 
We are not pensioning rathers.”’ 

I recall visions that rose to my mind 
as I approached the scene of the usual 
type of fortune hunter lying in wait for 
the usual “widow with money.’ The 
very smal] appropriation and the very 
many children to regulate its appor- 
tionment rather dashed this fantasy to 
the ground. 

Tt is an act which tnus far can aid 
only in the extremity of need, you will 
sce. | 

One of the questions asked by the 
Judge was: ‘‘Are you receiving aid from 
any other county or Government 
source?” When the answer was, ‘‘Ycs, 
now and then a basket of groceries or a 
load of coal from the county,’’ the judg- 
ment was that they were barred from 
receiving double benefit. One woman 
said the county had veen allowing her 
five or six dollars a mouth as a desti- 
tute person. The Judge advised: 

27 Proved Need, 

“Then you would better depend upon 
‘the help you are getting there. It 
amounts to more than a pension frora 
the funds on hand.”’ 

As the hearings went on the more 
prosperous appearing women, seeing 
claims similar to their own overruled, 
began to eliminate themselves. Only 
those with large families and those in 
the lowest degree of indigence found it 
worth while to remain. Yet there were 
in the end some 27 cases who proved 
their need and their rights beyond al! 
‘doubt: 

Typical cases were those who re 
sponded: 

“My husband died (or deserted me) 
recently. My children are too young to 
leave alone. I have to take whatever 
odd jobs 1 can get: washing, house 
cleaning, scrubbing offices.” 

The test question of their sincerity 
was: ‘‘Would you be willing to give 
some, or one, of these children out for 
adoption or to an institution?” 

One mother, with children 6, 4, 3 years 
and 1 year of age, respectively, cluster- 
ing about her, swept them all into her 
arms and, half in panic, started toward 
the door at the question. 

Another, the mother of an epileptic 
child, for whom the Judge almost dared 
to advise the institution, burst into 
tears. “I couldn’t give her up,” she ex- 
claimed, and her sobs delayed the pro- 
ceedifigs. Others scorned; others laughed 
at the question. Not one took the sug-

What care we if the precious institu- 
tions are relieved financially, so long 
as the purpose reacts to foster norma] 
home training and influences! 

What with those heart-breaking fam- 
ily separations and the tending to uni- 
formity in the training and develop- 
ment of institutional children, the best 
the institutions have to offer are poor 
substitutes for real mother care.

There had been no 
work done recently by the Federation, 
she said, because the t‘me for decorat- 
ing the structure had not arrived. 

The Women’s Federation has learned, 
a Post-Dispatch reporter was informed, 
that the object of the D. A. R. in ask- 
ing for an appropriation for $100,000 was 
really to gain the privilege of naming 
the member of the committee on deco- 
rations. 

Mrs. George B. Macfarlane of 6176 
Berlin avenue, former State Regent of

Mre. Maefariane’s Statement. 
Mrs. Macfsrlane’s statement follows: 
"The State Committee of the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution for the 
itol as well decorated as Iowa or Min- 
(the whole of it, from ground to dome, 
inclusive), with historic, patriotic and 
allegorical mural paintings, is not at 
war with anyone; especially not with 
any patriotic society or club, or with 
patriotic women and men in the State, 
regardless of society or Club affilla- 
tions, who wish to help do the same 
thing; but desires the hearty co-opera- 
tion of every intelligent patriot in our 
State in asking this General Assmbly 
to appropriate a handsome sum of 
money to suitably deoorate the walls of 
our State Capitol so they may be object 
lessons to instruct and delight all who 
may see them. 

“Why should not Missouri have a Cap- 
itol as well decorated as Sowa or Min- 
nesota or Wisconsin or Pennsylvania or 
Massachusetts or many others? It 
would be a disgrace to Missouri to 
build a Capitol at the cost of $3,000,000 
and make no provision for its appro- 
priate decoration.

MUSIC BROADENED 


BY POP’ CONCERTS 


Conductor Zach of _ the 
Symphony Discusses the 
Progress Made in St. Louis. 


. A gap of a fortnight in the regular 
Friday and Saturday series of Sym- 
phony Orchestra concerts, due to the 
running of this year’s calendar, will 
give the orchestra time to devote its 
energies exclusively to the “Pop” 
programs the next two weeks, and 
Conductor Zach hopes to have the co- 
operation of the public in his plan 
of making the Sunday concerts the 
one best popular entertainment of- 
fered in St. Louis. 

The orchestra's custom is to give 
three pairs of symphony concerts each 
month during the sedson, with a va- 
cant week at the end of the month. 
January came in on Friday this year, 
and the first concert of the first 
January pair fell on New Year's day, 
» -ecbaege leaving two weeks in which 
there will be no concerts given by 
the orchestra other than the Sunday 
“Pops.” 

Conductor Zach believes the ‘‘Pop” 
series in St. Louis, eventually will at- 
tain the same degree of artistic.success 
that the same series in Boston has 
reached. He says: he can observe a 
great broadening of the public taste 
and understanding of music since the 
Sunday concerts have been so largely 
attended. 

Request Deheere Results. 

“7 do not regard the results of our 
recent ‘request’ concerts as a real mdi- 
cation of the popular taste in ‘music,”’ 
he said, “because so few comparatively 
of those who compose the “‘Pop” audi- 
ences were among the persons sending 
in requests. Two hundred requests 
from approximately 20009 persons doesn't 
give us very much information as to 
the wishes of the entira number. 

“Also, many of the requests came 
from patrons of the Symphony concerts 
and could not be considered as indicative 
of the musical taste of a “Pop” aud!- 
ence, 

“But the fact that a “Pop’”’ audience 
sat attentive and appreciative through 
a program that should have been played 
for a Friday and Saturday concert did 
give us much itnformation. I rarely have 
played to a more appreciative audierce 
than the one assembled for last season’: 
‘request’ concert, the one in which we 
played the Tschaikowsky sixth symph- 
ony. It was a. real inspiration, and it 
stowed that the average music love: 
can and does appreciate the best musi-. 

Variety on the Program. 

“In planning the programs for the 
‘Pops,’ I try to consider the tastes of 
the audiences, and to give them variety 
enough to keep the attention of even 
the least interested. We play light and 
simple music at these concerts, as a 
rule, but we always try to choose the 
best of its kind. And then sometimes 
we put in a serious thing, occasionally 
two, and we find the audience likes this 
kind of music also. 

“Of course, I never expect to please 
everybody. That is humanly impos- 
sible. The best we can expect is to 
satisfy the majority of our audiences. 
and the fact that the patronage of our 
‘Pop’ concerts continues #0 large seems 
proof that our efforts are succeeding."’

OFFERS TO BUILD STATION 
AND BE ITS AGENT FREE 


All Akinsville Man Asks Is That Mis- 
souril Pacific Railway Furnish 
the Lumber. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 16.—Akins- 
ville, on the Tipton branch of the Mis- 
gourt Pacific Railroad, has long de- 
manded a railway station and an agent 
to sell tickets and receive, and ship 
freight. The business men of the town 
asked the Public Service Commission to 
order the railway epee to build the 

station. 

The company nlite that the aver- 
age amount of business in Akinsville 
was $91 a month, and that the company 
could not afford to build a station and 
maintain an agent for such a small 
amount of revenue. 

Yesterday the Public Service Com-

Pacific would furnish the lumber, build 
a railroad station and maintain it at his 
own expense, and in addition act as 
agent for the company free of charge.

BRYAN SEES PLANTS 
DRUNK IN OWN OFFICE 


Hinda Scientist Shows Secretary 
That Vegetation, Like Man, Is 
Affeeted by Alcohol. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—Seoretary 
Bryan knows now that alcohol fs bad 
for plants as well as men. 
Prof. Jagadis Chundra Bose of the 
Presidency College, India, gave for 
Mr. Bryan in his ofiee in the State 
Department a Gemonstration of the 
effect of intoxicants on a sensitive 
plant. Mr. Bose, who has the sup- 
port of the British Government, is 
touring this country, giving lectures 
on his discoveries regarding plant 
life. He demonstrated for Mr. 
Bryan's benefit the pulsation of a 
leaf, the effect of electricity upon 
plants, and the deadening power of 
poisons. 
But, what pleased Mr. Bryan most, 
was, that when given alcohol, a plant 
first became exhilarated and then 
@rooped, demonstrating that a plant, 
as well as a man, has a “morning 
after.” 
Mr. Bryan advised Prof. Bose to 
give his plants grape juice, 


WOMAN TEACHER, IN U. $ 
SINCE 1866, NATURALIZED 


Miss Marie Elisabeth Stocker of 
3127 Bads avenue, a teacher in the 
Frans Sigel School, who has lived 
in the United States since 1866, waa 
naturalized in the Federal Court yes- 
terday. When Judge Dyer admin- 
istered the oath of allegiance to the 
white-haired teacher, he said: 

“IT am always glad to administer 
this oath to a woman, because I be- 
lieve that women are of great influ- 
ence in the life of a nation.” 

Miss Stocker was brought to this 
country by her father, a_ traveling 
salesman, who was naturalised. She 
was appointed as teacher in the 
Chouteau School in 1881, remaining 
there for 24 years. She was then 
transferred for one year to the La- 
clede School, and for the past nine 
years has been a member of the fac- 
ulty of the Franz Sigel School.

New dances and old dances were en- 
joyed by young and old. The schoo) 
boys and girls who were seen in great- 
est numbers on the floor in the early 
part of the evening naturally seemed 
to especially. enjoy the fox trot, the 
canter waltz, the hesitation and all the 
newer dances. 

When the Virginia reel was called, 
however, most of them became ‘‘wall 
flowers” and watched their elders who 
dared try again the step of their 
youth, as to lively music by the Na- 
tional Guard of Missouri Orchestra they 
performed the stately courtesies of this 
old-fashioned dance, swung their part- 
ners from right to left and then prom- 
enaded gaily around to position, to go 
through it all again. 

Little Girls Dance With Elders. 

There were two-steps and one-steps 
and young people as well as the older 
ones entered heartily into them, show- 
ing no lack of knowledge of these steps.

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‘SHOOTS WOMAN 
IN STREET AND 
AILLS HIMSELF 


Man, Once Deported, Fires Two 
Bullets Into Body of Alleged 
Common Law Wife. 
BELIEVED TO BE DYING 
Couple Quarreled When She Re- 


fused Reconcilation After 
His Wife Appeared. 


Kate Graboski, 25 years old, of 938 
O’Fallon ra was shot twice at about 
6:45 o'clock last night, fn front of 1229 
North Tenth street, by Walter Kuszia, 
83 years old, who then killed himself 
with a bullet fired into his head. Ku- 
zia died in a police automobile patrol 
on the way to the city hospital. The 


woman’s death was expected, as both 
bullets passed through her abdomen. 

The shooting followed a quarrel in 
the street. Miss Josie Shupski, lying 
sick in bed at 1229 North Tenth street, 
heard a man and woman speaking an- 
grily outside her window, but could not 
distinguish their words. Then came 
three pistol shots. Kuzia and Miss Gra- 
boski were found lying beside each 
other on the sidewalk. 

According to the story told through 
an interpreter by the woman's sister, 
Mrs. Mary Krieski, with whom she 
lived, Kate Graboski and Kuzia, up to 
two years ago, were living together as 
man and wife, and had a child, which 
is now nearly 3 years old. Suddenly 
Kuzia's legal wife, coming from Poland, 
after being informed by friends in 
America of her husband’s actions, ap- 
peared on the scene. Complaint made 
by her to the immigration authorities 
caused Kuzia to be deported. 

With his wife he started for their 
home in Poland, but eluded her in Ger- 
many by slipping away when the train 
stopped at a station. By some means 
unknown to Mrs. Krieski, he gained re- 
admittance to the United States and re- 
turned to St. Louis. 

But Miss Grabosk!i, because she had 
learned that Kuzia had a wife, re- 
fused to return to him. He went to her 
home Thursday afternoon, her sister 
said, and attempted to persuade her to 
go away with him. She declined. 

She left the house yesterday evening 
a few minutes before the shooting, say- 
ing she was going to a dressmaker'’s. 
If she had an appointment to meet Ku- 
zia, she told Mrs. Krieski nothing of it 


DON'T MARRY A SCRUB, IS 
TAFT'S ADVICE TO GIRLS 


Former President Tells Technical 
School Students to Learn te 
Be Independent. 

NEW YORK, J&n. 16.—Practical train- 
ing gives girls independence and pre- 
cludes the necessity for marriage with- 
out love, said William Howard Taft to- 
day in an address at the annual meet- 
ing of the Hebrew Technical Schoo! for 
Girls. 

“According to your feport, 2700 girls 
have been graduated from this school, 
and I am glad to see that only 260 mar- 
ried,”’ said the former President. ‘‘Now 
I am not opposed to matrimony, but I 
believe there are thousands of women 
who have made the world sweeter, purer 
and better and who did not marry. 

‘‘The trouble is that many women have 
to marry, not because they love the man 
of their choice, but because it is a cus- 
tom. The only way to avoid that condi- 
tion is for a girl to become independent 
by learning a useful trade. Then when 
the man who is a scrub asks her to 
marry she can say: ‘I can do better as I 
am independent.’ ””

Scott $3,000,000 Will Contest 
Settled When She Gains 
Knowledge of Trap. 


BOOMERANG FOR LAWYERS. 


Former St. Louis Woman Fought 
for Part of Estate Left by 
Father to Stepmother. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
FORT WORTH, Tex., Jan. 16.—Letters 


written by Fort Worth lawyers to St. 
Louis private detectives regarding a 
plan to discredit Mrs. Georgia Scott 
Townsend of Denver, formerly of 5266 
Washington avenue, St. Louls, precipi- 
tated a settlement of the Winfield Scott 
$3,000,000 will contest, by which -Mrs. 


Townsend obtains property valued at 
$756,000. 

Mrs. Townsend has been contending 
in the Texas courts for nearly three 
years for a considerable share of the 
property left by her fate father, who 
was a Texas and St. Louis millionaire. 
She won, in the District Court here, 
and in the Court of Civil Appeals, a 
suit to break her father’s will, which 
bestowed nearly all the estate on her 
stepmother, Mrs. Elizabeth Scott, and 
on Mrs. Scott’s child, Winfield Scott Jr. 
But the State Supreme Court last sum- 
mer reversed and remanded the case, 
and a wearisome tangle of litigation 
loomed ahead, when the detective epi- 
sode cleared the situation. 

Suit by Detectives, 

The detectives came openly into the 
case when they filed suit here recently, 
for compensation which they said had 
been promiised them by the attorneys 
for Mrs. Scott, defendant in the will 
contest. Those who appeared as 
plaintiffs in the suit were L. R. Gilli- 
lan, C. B. Burton and Gordon Wheel- 
ing, all of St. Louis, but it is said that 
about 15 persons, including several wom- 
en, were employed on the c®se at dif- 
ferent times in St. Louis. 

The detectives stated that they were 
at first employed by George E. Russell 
of 8t. Louis, but that later they re- 
ported directly to Mrs. Scott’s lawyers 
here, and that the lawyers confirmed 
their employment. They named Mrs. 
Scott and A. B. Robertson, executor of 
the estate under the wilh-estefendarits: | 


Lawyers Borrow Letters. 


As their evidence, the detectives were 
prepared to introduce the letters which 
they said the lawyers had written to 
them, giving them instructions as to 
their intended movements. The con- 
tents of these letters came to the 
knowledge of Mrs. Townsend's lawyers, 
and they borrowed the letters for their 
own use. 

In these letters, the detectives are said 
to have been instructed to try to en- 
trap Mrs. Townsend and one of her 
lawyers, who were in consultation in 
St. Louis, in some situation which might 
later be usefi to Mrs: Townsend's dis- 
credit. Instructions as to obtaining 
photographs, which might be helpful in 
this effort, are said to have been given 
to the detectives in the letters. 

According to another plan said to have 
been set forth in some of the letters, 
another of Mrs. Townsend’s lawyers 
was to be entrapped into offering pay 
to a witness for certain testimony. This 
plan worked so far that the lawyer 
went to St. Louis and conferred with 
the woman, who was in reality one 
of the detectives, and who professed 
to be able to give valuable testimony. 
But when the woman demanded money 
for her testimony, the lawyer broke 
off negotiations. 


Shadowed by Detectives. 


Mrs. Townsend is said to have been 
aware for some time that she was be- 
ing shadowed by detectives. She saw 
the Same maid at different hotels where 
she stopped, and she also noticed ‘that 
certain men turned up wherever she 
happened to be. 

When Mrs. Townsend's lawyers first 
learned of the detective correspond- 
ence, Mrs. Scott’s lawyers were ques- 
tioned about it, and denied having any 
knowledge of it. Later; when it was 
learned that the letters were in the 
hands of Mrs. Townsend’s counsel, a 
settlement was made which gave Mrs. 
Townsend nearly all that she had been 
suing for. 

It is also believed that a settlemen‘ 
was made with the detectives, and that 
their suit will never come to trial] thougn 
it has not yet been withdrawn. 


Fortune Made in Svuthwest. 

A reference to the letters was made 
in the agreement made between Mrs. 
Townsend's and Mrs. Scott's lawyers 
which has been entered on the court 
records in the final settlement of tho 
will contest. It is stipvlated that Mre 
Townsend shall relinjuish “all caus>s 
of-action against Mrs. Elizabeth Scott. 
growing out of any acts of Mrs. Scot 
or of any of her agents or representa- 
tives." This amounts to a quitclaim. 
and Mrs. Scott's lawyers say they hav2 
cropped plans which they had made to 
file a heavy suit for _—— in the 
Federal Court,

Resolution Calls for Statistics. 

Representative Farr of Pennsylvania, 
who introduced the resolution calling 
for statistics on the question, will await 
the Government reports before taking 
further action. No information leading 
to the belief that illegal combinations 
had forced up the price of wheat and 
flour had yet been received, officials 
said, but United States District Attor- 
neys everywhere are under orders to 
follow up every clew. 

A marked increase in exportations of

Sora Is Rocked Again and It 
is Feared There Will Be 
Further Destruction—Re- 
lief Work Is Unorganized 
and Supplies for Rescued 
Are Short. 

Injured Die Because of Lack 
of Medical Facilities—No 
Aid for 48 Hours in One 
Town Where 1800 of In- 
habitants Were Killed. 


Houses Left Standing in Such 
a State That Residents Re- 
fuse to Enter Them—Cold 
Weather and Hunger Add 
to Distress. 


Py Associated Press. 

ROME, Jan. 16.—Fear is felt through- 
cout the earthquake devastated district 
that additional shocks may add te the 
work of destruction, acoording to reports 
brought to Rome by refugees. 

Basis for this anxiety is found in a 
dispateh from Sora, which says another 
strong earthquake occurred there last 
night, demolishing the walls of partly 
ruined buildings and menacing survivors 
and those engaged in rescue work. 

Scant reports of death and damage in 
the more remote places which suffered 
from the disaster have been received 
at the capital, and information from 
the larger places still is incomplete, 
but there is no reason to doubt that 
when the death roll is made up it 
will bear fully 80,000 names. Probably 
twice that number were injured. 

Places Which Suffered Most. 

The places which apparently sufferei 
most were Avezzano, with about 10,000 
killed; Pezina, 5000; Celano, 4000; Cenchio, 
2400; Marsi, 1000; Daterno, 1000; San Be- 
lino, 650, and Fralturo, 20. It is re- 
ported that Massa d’Albe lost one- 
eighth of its population, while Pesoas- 
seroli was entirely buried. 

In the devastated area there are 

sores of hamlets where probably only 
a vga ee percentage of the population es- 
caped. The same is believed to be true 
in the rural districts. 

All Italy has turned 1 | 
ihe work of ‘rescue and felfef. Thou- 
cancs of soldiers and volunteers are 
digging franticaly in the ruins in the 
hope that they. may release a few who 
are still alive. Hundreds of bodies are 
being recovered, but first aid is given 
where it is believed there is a possibility 
the occupants of ruined dwellings may 
not yet have perished. 

Vigorous efforts are being made by the 
authorities to dispatch doctors, nurses, 
medicine and food to the ruined cities 
and villages. Criticisms have been 
voiced because of delay in sending medi- 
cine to some places destroyed, but it is 
pointed out that. the difficulties of 
transportation made greater speed im- 
possible. 

Injured in Makeshift Heapitals. 

The injured are being cared for in 
makeshift hospitals established in the 
ruined towns, or in the hospitals of 
Rome and other cities. Trains filled 
with survivors are arriving here con- 
atantly and the refugees are being given 
the best of care. 

Large sums are being subscribed for 
the relief of suffering and Pope Bene- 
dict is one of the large contributors. 

King Victor Hmmanue! has returned 
to Rome after visiting many of the 
places in the earthquake zone, where he 
directed the work of rescue and perscn- 
ally distributed relief. 

The King, accompanied by the Min- 
ister of Public Works and other of- 
ficlals, arrived unexpectedly at Sora. 
In spite of a heavy rain storm His 
Majesty visited the ruins, displaying 
deep interest in the rescue work and 
the distribution of relief. The King 
begged the survivors to be calm and re- 
strain their emotions. He declared he 
came to them as a fellow citizen and 
not as a sovereign. 


Brings Gifts From Queen. 

He brought with him a large quan- 
tity of supplies and distributed also ar- 
ticles entrusted to him by the Queen, 
who had begged him to give them in 
her name to suffering women, especial- 
ly mothers with little children. 

His Majesty visited, also, Isola, Del- 
Iirt and Balsorano. In each of these 
places he clambered to the top of the 
mountains of debris, visited hospitals, 
where he spoke to the wounded, and 
everywhere left generous gifts. 

Pope Benedict received today in pri- 
rate audience Bishop Bagnoli of the 
Mars! district, who presented a com- 
plete report of the desperate straits 
of his diocese as the result of the 
e.'thquake. The Pope gave Bishop 
Beenoli help in relieving the distress.. 

The Messaggero and other Rome news-

Advices received from Frosinone, 2 
miles from Sora, say the walls of the 
houses are so badly cracked that the 
occupants fear to remain indoors and 
spend the nights In the open air braving 
the cold weather, rather than risk the 
danger of being buried in the ruins of 
their homes. 

A general of engineers who inspected 
the town pronounced conditions extreme- 
ly dangerous and ordered that the in- 
mates of a large state prison there be 
sent to Rome. 

Lack of Medicine and Food. 

Vigorous complaints because of lack 
of medicine, food and tents for the sur- 
vivors in hamlets in the earthquake zone 
is voiced by the Messaggero. The paper 
says that at Hagliiano di Marsi, where 
there are 1800 dead out of 4225 inhabit- 
ants, the first succor arrived 48 hours 
after the disaster. The local doctor who 
escaped was almost distracted because 
of the lack of medicine. 

“It would be better if I had died my- 
gelf,”’ the physician exclaimed to a cor- 
respondent. “I cannot bear it to see 
people expire simply because I have no 
means of helping them. My mother and 
my sister died only because I had no 
means with which to treat them.’’ 

He added that he had been compelled 
to carry the bodies of his mother and 
sister on his shoulders to a cemetery and 
bury them himself.

NEW YORK, Jan. 16.—In addressing 
the members of the Republican Club at 
luncheon today on the subject of “The 
Military Needs of Our Country,” Secre- 
tary of War Lindley W. Garrison said 
260,000 more men than the national guard 
could supply would be needed for first 
line men for any military emergency, 
and he advocated military training in all 
the universities, colleges and schools to 
provide for them. 

“I want the War Department to have 
the names and addresses of all men who 
have received a military training,”’ he 
said, ‘“‘so they can be reached if Neces- 
sary. As itis now, we could not get hold 
of the resigned army officers. I want 
the universities, colleges and all schools 
to co-operate with the War Department 
ir listing available trained men. 

Secretary Garrison was cheered by 
the 600 bankers, lawyers, business men 
end politicians at the luncheon. 

Secretary Garrison said there is no 
occasion for hysteria or fear of com- 
pulsory service. When the garrisons in 
Hawaii and at the Panama Canal were 
manned, he said, the mobile army in the 
United States would number 25,000 men. 
Mr. Garrison said that in his opinion 
the regiments should be increased to 


thereby making a mobile army of 50,000 
men, and that Congress should make 
provisions for 1000 additiona) officers. 

“The national guard,’’ the Secretary 
‘"{s still far from what it should 
be. We must get a reserve of trained 
men in the states, a reserve of army 
officers to command the men.

CHARGE OF SELLING 
MASONIC DEGREES 


Spencer Ransom Offered to Con- 
fer Honors on Two Detec- 
tives for $40 Each. 


INITIATED 14 HERE 


Prisoner Says He _ Represents 
Order Duly Chartered Under © 
Laws of Idaho. 


Spencer F. Ransom, 48 years old, was 
arrested in his room at the Metropole 
Hotel, High street and Lucas avenue, 
Saturday afternoon, by two detectives 
end lodged in the holdover. Tomorrow 
the -officers will ask for a warrant 
charging him with obtaining money 
under false pretenses, by offering to con- 
fer Masonic degrees and representing 
that he was empowered to make Masons 
without any lodge formalities. 

Ransom is an Englishman. He came 
to St. Louis from Chicago and has been 
at the Metropole Hotel about five 
months. Local Masons heard about his 
activities, and Detectives Chrismer and 
Campbell, themselves Masons, were de- 
tailed to call on him at his hotel. They 
entered into negotiations with Ransom 
with a view to becoming Masons. Ran- 
som offered to give them three degrees 
for $40. He gave them two degrees, the 
entered apprentice and fellowcraft, and 
then hesitated. The detectives tried to 
persuade him to go further but he re- 
fused. They had previously turned over 
to Ransom $40 each in marked Dills. 
These they promptly took away from 
Ransom after he refused to give them 
the third degree. 

Cards Found in Pocket. 

At the holdover in. Ransom’s effects 
were found a business card, on which 
was printed his name, styling him as 
“Deputy Representative, Ancient and 
Accepted Scottish Rites Freemasons.” 

On Friday last Prosecuting Attorney 
Howard Sidener, a thirty-second degree 
Mason, and G. H. Loffhagen, Deputy 
Clerk of the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion, went to visit Ramsom and later 
told the police that he offered to put 
them through 32 degrees for $180. 

In the holdover Ramsom told report- 
ers that he represented an organization 
known as the Ancient and Accepted 
Scottish Rite Freemasons, chartered by 
the American Masonic Federation, in- 
corporateg, in 197 in Idaho, and had 
nothing whatever to do with the A. F. 
and A. M. 

Ramsom said he received his author- 
ity to confer degrees from the supreme 
master of his organization, M. McB. 
Thomson of Salt Lake City. He said 
that he has been in 8st. Louis five 
months, during which time he has been 
making daily trips to small towns ~in 
Illinois. He said he organized lodges 
at several mining towns and has admit- 
ted 14 men to Master Masonry in St. 
Louls. The majority of these 14 are 
Italians. Ramsom claimed that the to- 
tal membership of his organization in 
this country is 5000. 

Used Egyptian Rites. 
The detectives said that at the time

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 16.—The raids 
on the Missouri State Treasury, planned 
by the controlling forces of the present 
Legislature are foreshadowed in the Dill 
introduced by the House Committee on 


appropriations to appropriate money 
pay salaries of State officers and their 
principal employes for two years. 

The bill this year carried appropria- 
tions of $130,600 more than the similar bill 
two years ago, and $355,300 more than 
the similar bill 10 years agu. The total 
this year is $904,400. Two years ago the 
total was $773,800, and 10 years ago the 
total was $549,100. 

The amount is an indication of the 
rapidly increasing cost of government, 
Of the total $71,200 is to be appropriated 
for salaries in the Public Service Com- 
mission. Defenders of the administra- 
tion explain the increase in the total by 
the statement that two years ago there 
was not the appropriation in the general 
bill for the Public Service Commission. 
However, there was an appropriation 
then for the Board of Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioners of $22,800, 
which is not included in this year’s bill. 

The salary bill does not by any means 
include all salaries paid by the State. 
It does not include the horde of clerks 
in the departments, but includes only 
the heads of departments, the chief 
clerks and in a few instances the ste- 
nographers. 

This year the principal advances asked 
by the executive departments are: 

Governor’s office, $8000; Judicial De- 
partment, $15,000; Treasurer’s office, 
$4000; Auditor’s office, $15,600; Mine In- 
Bpection Department, $7600; Oil Inspection 
Department, $17,400. 

In the Judicial Department is included 
the Attorney-General’s office. For 
stenographers alone, in this office, an 
increase from $7500 to $12,600 is asked. 

The amount which the committee seeks 
to appropriate for each department this 
year is: 

Executive, $41,000; Judicial, $506,100: Sec- 
retary of State, $560,900; Treasurer, $28,- 
000; Auditor, $60,000; Education, $29,000: 
Militia, $12,200; Permanent Seat of Gov- 
ernment, $3600; Labor, $4000: Mine Inspec- 
tion, $29,200; Oil Inspection, $45,400; Pub- 
lic Service Commission, $71,200; Ware- 
house Commissioners, $9000. 

The Secretary of State is the only 
elective State officer who is not seeking 
a much larger amount for salaries for 
his principal employes. He asks for the 
same amount appropriated for his office 
two years ago.

ATTACKED; 2 HELD 


Union Official and Member Ar- 
rested After Man Is Found 
With Skull Fractured. 


18 DRIVERS ON STRIKE 


President of Concern Tells of 
Demands for Increased 
Commissions. 


The fourth attack in two days upon a 
nonunion employee of the Jersey Farm 
Dairy Co., 1007 Russell avenue, where a 
strike is on, occurred at about 4:15 
o’clock yesterday morning, when He- 
man Willy, a driver’s helper, was struck 
down in the hallway of a bakery at 143 
Stdney street, which he had entered to 
deliver milk. His skull was fractured, 
it was discovered at the city hospital. 
Near him waz found a stick of cordwood 
weighing several pounds. 

Policeman arrested Hasry B. Norman 
of 2921 Michigan avenue, a walking dele- 
gate for the Milk Wagon Drivers’ Union, 
and William B. Frey, 184 Kennett place, 
a member of the union, who were found, 
soon after the assault upon Willy, at 
Broadway and Sidney § street. They 
denied having attacked him, but were 
crdered held pending the outcome of 
his injuries. 

As a safeguard, the dairy company had 
put two men on each delivery wagon, a 
driver and 2 helper. The driver, Wil- 
ilam Peterson, of 1017 Allen avenue, after 
waiting some time for Willy to return, 
went into the hallway and found him 
unconscious. 

Three Others Assaulted. 

The three other men assailed were 
James F.. McNeil, 4298 Lexington avenue; 
Robert T. Nelson, 1411 North Vandeven- 
ter avenue; and Alfred Mattas, 1216 Rus- 
sell avenue. McNeil was beaten by two 
men while harnessing his team in the 
company stables, 1016 Russell avenue, 
“riday morning. On the same morning 
two men dragged Mattas from his wag- 
on and threshed him at Indiana and 
Shenandoah avenues, and a man threw 
a brick at Nelson as he was driving 
cne of the company’s wagons past 
Eleventh and Rutger streets. 

Frank R. Wolken, president of the 
dairy concern, said that a year ago he 
was asked to permit his force of 27 
drivers to be unionized. He consented, 
and signed a contract with the union 
regulating wages. 

The contract expired Dec. 1 last, 
he said. On Dec. 28 he received from 
the union, together with wishes for 
a happy New Year, another form of 
contract, providing that each driver 
should receive $15 a week and 10 
per cent commission on all sales. 
Wolken calculated that under this 
arrangement the drivers would be 
paid $120 to $165 each a month, leav- 
ing no profits, he figured, for the com- 
pany. He declined to sign the con- 
tract. 

Wages Were $15 and Commission. 

Under the previous agreement, he 
said, the drivers received $15 a week 
and the following commissions: 1 
cent on every quart of milk sold after 
the day’s sales had reached 50 gal- 
lons; 1 cent on every half-pint of 
cream after the day’s sales had 
reached 12% gallons; 1 cent on every 
pound of butter sold and 6 cents on 
every gallon of cottage cheese sold. 
Under this system, Wolken said, the 
drivers’ wages averaged from $85 to 
$156 a month. On Thursdays and 
Sundays they worked four hours, and 
on other days from six to eight hours. 

On Jan. 7, Wolken continued, he 
found three drivers short in their ac- 
counts, deducted the amounts due 
from their wages and discharged 
them, Norman went to him with six 
members of the union, according to 
Wolken, and demanded that the men 
be reinstated. Wolken refused. 

Last Tuesday 18 of the drivers 
struck. The other nine men, although 
members of the unton, remained at 
their jobs. Wolken filled the places 
of the strikers with nonunion men, 
and later doubled his force, 54 drivers 
and helpers in all. 

Wolken has asked the police to keep 
an eye on his wagons while on their 
morning rounds, and a patrolman has 
been assigned to guard the dairy.

The Attorney-General does not in 
his petition make any estimate of the 
amount of money the brewers have 
spent in Texas during the last 10 
years.

$253,500 yearly.

He Goes Back to Arkansas to Work 
Down. to 220. Limit; Says He 
Will Return. 

A smooth-faced, powerfully built 
youth strode into the Marine Corps re- 
cruiting station in the Il ederal Build- 
ing, yesterday, deposited his suit case 
on the floor, and, stretching to his full 

6 feet 2 inches, sald. 

“T want to join Uncie Sam's marines. 
My name is Sammy Lawrence. I am li 
years old,- and come from Arlington, 
Ark. I want to be a marine right 
away.”’ 

Capt. F. M. Eslick, head of the re- 
cruiting station, took one good look at 
the youngster, and. decided that he 
might make a fine marine from the 
physical standpoint. He was tall and 
heavy, but the weight seemed to be 
evenly deposited. Surely he did not 
weigh over 220 pounds, the extreme limit 
for enlistment. 

Sammy was placed on the scales. The 
beam flew up with a jerk, even when 
the balance was placed at the extreme 
point, 20 pounds. He was then taken 
into the navy recruiting office, where 
a scale of 200 pounds capacity is kept.

Thursday Island shortly before her 
death, today made light of the charge 
of Bainbridge Colby, attorney for the 
prima donna’s husband, George W. 
Young, that the supposed Nordica let- 
ters in Baldwin's possession are ‘‘con- 
‘-cocted and fraudulent.” 

“When Mr. Young’s attorney at- 
tempts to attack the genuineness of 
the letters we have,” said Dreyfus, 
“he forgets that when we.served him 
with the complaint to which the let- 
ters were once attaghed, we offered to 
show him the original letters.’ 

Letter in Nordica’s Writing. 

“The original letters, Dreyfus says, 
are all in Mme. Nordica’s hand and 
of unquestioned authorship. In this 
respect they are unlike some of the 
typewritten letters Young claims to 
have received from his wife about 
the same time and which he made 
public in part in an effort to prove 
she expressed love for him up to fhe 
time of her death. 

“Mr. Young, of course, 
own wife’s handwriting.” Dreyfus 
continued. “In view of that fact, we 
were surprised that his attorney did 
not avail himself of our offer to ex- 
hibit the original letters before he 
characterized them as fraudulent. 

“We agree that the letters Mme, 
Wordica wrote to her sisters were at 
variance with those she wrote to her 
husband at the same time. It is on 
that very variance that we rely to 
prove that she had a disagreement 
with him. Ss ee he as 

“She felt he had used her money 
and that it was to her best interest, 
until she got it back, to appear to be 
friendly with him. But, as is shown 
plainly by our letters, she was doing 
her best to get away from him.” 

Arguments to Be Ready Monday. 

Dreyfus says this was the prima 
donna’s attitude when she became ill 
after the shipwreck, and that it was 
only natural when she made her new 
will for her to express her real feel- 
ings, Before her illness, Dreyfus says, 
Mme. Nordica had said she was go- 
ing to make another will and cut off 
her husband with only the amount 
he borrowed from her. 

Dreyfus’ arguments in support of 
the motions made yesterday before 
Supreme Court Justice Lehman will 
not be ready until Monday. Dreyfus 
will continue his fight in the New 
Jersey courts to keep Young from 
proceeding with probate of his wife's 
earlier will there. 

Justice Lehman took under advise- 
ment motions to restrain Young from 
going with the probate proceedings 
in New Jersey until it can be shown 
whether Mme. Nordica was a resident 
of New York and to bar from the 
record as scandalous the letters in 
Baldwin’s possession. Extracts from 
letter said to have been written to 
Young have been placed in evidence. 

Letters Written to Young. 

June 7, 1913, the day preceding the 
date borne by one of the letters filed 
by Baldwin, Young says he received 
from Mme. Nordica a letter which 
closed with the words: ‘ 


Thinking of you at Deal, and wish- 
ing you all good luck and cheer, al- 
ways know that I love you, George, 
ever. LILLIE. 
Ten days later, when Mme. Nordica 

was in San Francisco, Young says that 
he received the following letter from 
her: 


My dearest George—On your birth- 
day you will get the accompanying 
package. Alas! Only old things 
which already belong to you. Still, 
I send them to you, only wishing it 
was something far more fitting the 
sweet day of your birth. May you 
live another 49 years, but without 
@® care or worry, only health, love, 
peace and prosperity. These wishes 
are from the heart of your wife. 

LILLI®. 
| Another letter, written July 7%, 1913, 
reads in part: 


I do so wish I could be of help to 
you. You must call to mind how 
many times I have said to you, let 
me be of some comfort to you, 
George, dear. Money its not all. We 
have our great love one for the 
other, and no one can take that 
from us. 


Letter Written When She Was III. 
One of the letters which Young as- 
serts was written to him by his wife 
was sent from East Melbourne, Aus- 
tralia, Nov. 27, 1913, when the prima 
donna was very ill. Part of it was dic- 
tated and written on a typewriter, but 
the conclusion, written in pencil, was as 
follows: 

In bed. You see that I have had to 
give up for a while. The doctor has 
given me something to quiet the pain 
—I suppose dope of some sort—so I 
am, with pencil between first and 
fourth fingers, scratching off @ line. 
This will reach you about Christ- 
mas. Well, let us hope for a merry 
Christmas and a happy New Year. 
Always the same, LILLIE. 


Young's affidavit also contains many 
telegrams and cable messages said to 
have been sent him by Mme Nordica. 
One of these dated San Francisco June 
17, 1918, reads: 

Just sailing. Impossible to express 
what is in my heart. Hope and pray 
all good for us both. Situation de- 
mands courage and bravery. Have 
faith you will win out. IT always 
have and always will love you.

Mr. Westhall has had instructions 
from Robert S. Baldwin to watch me, 
to follow me and to spy secretly upon 
my movements.’ 

Young then says he has a letter, writ- 
ten by Westhall, to Baldwin, dated July 
®, 1913, which was forwarded to Mme. 
Nordica, “addressed in an envelope of 
‘he Pearson Engineering Corporation 
Ltd., with which company Baldwin is 
connected. The envelope bears a re- 
quest to return in five days to R. S. 
Baldwin at the address of the said Pear- 
son Engineering Corporation, at 11d 
Broadway, New York City.” 

Bainbridge Colby read to a reporter 
extracts taken, he said, from this let- 
ter, which is a report on the doings of 
Young. 

Contradicting the claim made by Bald- 
win that Young was indebted to his 
wife, the banker quotes in his affidavit 
from a letter he says Mme. Nordica 
wrote him from Tasmania, Oct. 26, 1913: 

You are always in my thoughts 
and I think only of you, to wish you 
every joy and satisfaction and hap- 
piness. We are a‘ doing our utmost. 

I am sorry to have to draw upon 

vou, and I trust I shall soon be able 

to catch up. 

Young then explains that his wife's 
concert tour was a disastrous one finan- 
cially, that he remitted funds to her at 
various points and asserts: “It was 
by means of my financial aid alone that 
she was able from time to time to re- 
sume her tour.” 


MOYNIHAN CASE IS TAKEN 
UNDER ADVISEMENT BY COURT 


Arguments were made yesterday in 
the. Jeremiah Moynihan estate contest, 
which has been in Circuit Judge Ras- 
sieur’s court two weeks. The case was 
taken under advisement by the Court. 
The estate, appraised at $52,000, has 
been in litigation since Moynihan’s 
death in a St. Louis hospital four years 
ago. He had lived at 2100 North Broad- 
way for vears and had no relatives here. 
He was known as a bachelor. 

The estate was claimed by hundreds of 
persons as heirs of Moynihan, but the 
contestants have dwindled to Benjamin 
Foster Moynihan, who says he is a 
son, on one side and a group of about 
50 persons, named Kelliher, living itn 
Ireland, who declare the property should 
be divided among them as the dead 
man’s nearest living kin. They intro- 
duced evidence tending to show they 
were his cousins.

It is contended in Benjamin’s 
behalf that his mother and Moynihan 
were married in Canada in 1840 and

REPUBLICAN CITY 
UOMMITTEE PLANS 
ALDERMAN SLATE 


Support of Organization Will Be 
Threwn to One Man in 
Each Ward in Primary. 


A scheme whereby the Republican 
City Central Committee hopes to fasten 
its control upon the Board of Alder- 
men, to be chosen at the first election 
under the new city charter, was agreed 
upon, it was learned yesterday, at a re- 
cent session of the committee in regular 
ineeting at its headquarters in the Odd 
lellows Building. 

By the provisions of the charter, can- 
didates of the various parties will an- 
nounce themselves in each of tne 2% 
Wards, but will be balloted upon in the 
primaries by the city voters of each 
party as a whole. The primaries will 
be held March 12. 

The agreement reached by the com- 
mittee was that out of the several Re- 
publican candidates who announce 
themselves in each Ward, the Commit- 
teeman of that Ward will pick one 
man .to whom the Committee will give 
its support, including that of funds, 
which are wielded by the Committee as 
a body. 

The committee will reserve the 
power to reject the condidate nomi- 
nated by any committeeman, but will 
permit him to have a second or third 
choice, until his selection is acceptable 
to the committee. The candidates 
thus favored would, of course, in the 
event of their selection, be under 
strong obligations to the Republican 
City Central Committee. 

Virtually a Political Trust, 

Under this plan the 28 members of 
the committee, one from each ward, 
would form themselves into a little 
“political ‘trust,’ or  slate-making 
“ring,” assuming to themselves a 
powerful influence, from which all 
other members of the party would be 
excluded, in dete. ining the person- 
nel of the nominees ®or the city’s leg- 
islative body. Instead of the party’s 
candidates having an equal oppor- 
tunity before the voters, those favored 
by the committée would have the 
handicap over the others afforded by 
the committee’s election machinery, 
not the least important part of which 
is financial support in the form of 
campaign funds. 

Members of the committee were non- 
committal or made denials when ques- 
tioned yesterday about the plan. Re-

that the agreement was not made in the 
form of a resolution adopted by formal] 
vote, but that after a thorough discus- 
sion a majority of the committeemen 
present expressed their assent.

He Practiced: as a Corporation 
Attorney in New York for 
More Than 50 Years.

NEW YORK, Jan. 16.—John BH. Par- 


sons, who organized the Sugar Trust, 
died today at his home, 30 Hast Thirty- 
sixth street, at the age of &. Parsons 
developed and guided the sugar organi- 
zation with conspicuous success during 
nearly half of the 50 years and more in 
which he practiced at the New York 
bar. Experts agreed that he had few 
equals and no superior in knowledge of 


corporation law. 

Parsons was born in New York City, 
Oct. 24, 1829, the son of Edward Lamb 
and Matilda Clark Parsons. He was 
graduated from New York University in 
1848, admitted to the bar in 1852, and aft- 
erward received honorary degrees from 
New York, Yale and other universities. 
|He married in 1856, Mary Dumesnil Mes 
Ilvaine and, after her death, Florence 
Cortlandt Bishop, daughter of Benja- 
min N. Field. He was the father of 
Herbert Parsons and of a daughter who 
died several years ago. 

Parsons was associated for years with 
Albion P. Man, a pioneer in American 
corporation law. After his partner’s 
death Parsons practiced alone for a 
time, but later took various partners, the 
latest style of his firm name being Par- 
sons, Shepard & Ogden. 

In the old office at 111 Broadway, in 
Trinity Building, the plans of the Sugar 
Trust were drawn by Parsons in 1887. 
The trust was bitterly attacked. On 
the first effort the Court of Appeals of 
this State decided that its charter was 
illegal... Parsons made another charter, 
so strong it has ever since defied the ef- 
forts of legislatures and even of the 
Senate of the United States, to shake 
its control of sugar. | 

Parsons retired from practice four 
years ago. Besides his New York home 
he maintained for many years a resi- 
dence in Lenox, Mass., where he and his 
wife were prominent in many good 
works.

PLAN NEW REGULATIONS 
FOR MOTOR VEHICLES 


Roy F. Britton, representing the Au- 
tomobile Club of St. Louis and thé 
St. Louls Automobile Manufacturers and 
Dealers’ Association, has secured the 
introduction in the Missouri Senate of 
a bill to change the State automobile 
regulations. An identical bill was in- 
troduced in the House.

[RUBBER EMBARGO IS 
LIFTED BY ENGLAND 


There have been many reports as 
to the effect of England’s crude rub- 
ber embargo on tire manufacturers 
and users, and consequently on the 
whole automobile business. The 
embargo has been lifted on all Ameri- 
can concerns who comply with Great 
Britain’s requirements. The following 
Statement of interest to the trade is 
Siven out by P. W. Litchfield, fac- 
tory manager of the Goodyear Tire 
and Rubber Coe.: 

“The rubber embargo by Great 
Britain, after being in force for near- 
ly two months, has been raised on 
all concerns who have guaranteed not 
to re-export rubber to the enemies 
of Great Britain. The Goodyear Tire 
and Rubber Co. has not been incon- 
venienced by this embargo. Anticipat- 
ing possible disturbances owing to 
the war, we endeavored to carry 
larger stocks than usual, and have 
had more rubber in our factory at 
Akron during the embargo than we 
ever had before. 

“The factory preduction for the 
month of November was 20 per cent 
greater than last November, and the 
factory production for December was 
33 per cent greater than last Decem- 
ber. During the embargo our rubber) 
has been coming into Canada and 
stored in Toronto, and we now have 
more than 1000 tons of crude planta- 
tion rubber in storage there which we 
are making arrangements to have 
shipped to us at onge, and which will 
arrive long before our present sup- 
ply in Akron is exhausted.”

States From Charging for Cars 
Licensed in-Home State. 


Congress now will be asked by a mil- 
lion and a halt of motor car users to 
pass the Adamson measure. The Amer- 
ican Automobile Association has taken 
the matter in hand and President John 
A. Wilgon will confer in Washington 
with Representative William C. Adam- 
son ef Georgia, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Interstate and Foreign Com- 
merce, and the author of a common- 
sense measure concisely set forth tn the 
following extract: 

‘No person who ehall have qualified 
by complying with the laws and regula- 
tions of the state, territory, or district 
of his residence to use and oferaté such 
vehicle or vehicles shall be required in 
any other state or territory or district 
into which he may go for business or 
pleasure to make any additional regis- 
tration or take out any additional li- 
cense in order to use and operate any 
such machine.”’ 

For some time the Adamson measure 
has rested in committee awaiting a de- 
cision by the United States Supreme 
Court on what has been known as the 
“Maryland Case,’ herein a resident of 
the District of Columbia contended that 
he had the same right &s any other 
vehicle owner to the use of Maryland 
roads as long as he had provided him- 
self with an identification number from 
iis home district, and thus made it 
possible to apprehend him in case he 
violated any of the highway laws of 
the Commonwealth. 

But in the decision rendered by the 
highest court in the land, written by 
Justice McReynolds, and concurred in 
by.all the Justices, it is held that in 
the-absence of a national law a State 
has a perfect right to enact whatever 
} laws it may see fit in relation to the 
automobile. Justice McReynolds holds 
that “thé movement of motor vehicles 
over the highways is attended by con- 


the highway itself.’”’ Further on the 
Justice states: ‘In the absence of 
national legislation covering the subject, 
a state may rightfully prescribe uniform 
regulations necessary for public safety 
and order in respect to the operation 
upon its highways of all motor vehicles 
—those moving in thiterstate commerce 
as well as others.”’ 

President Wilson of the A. A. A., 
commenting upon the situation, says: 

“The inference of the highest court 
that there should be a national law 
covering the subject should prompt our 
immediate attention.to the matter, for 
it is certainly a most unusual situation 
when a citizen of the United States is 
not free to travel in any section of the 
country after he has provided himself 
with an identification number from his 
home state. The European countries 
with different languages and different 
customs, have agreed upon an inter- 
national plate of identity, and also an 
International triptyque relating to cus- 
toms duties. 

“For instance, a motorist of France, 
after haVing obtained a home number— 
which, ificidentally, allows him to op- 
erate a car in any part of France— 
then obtains in his own country an in- 
ternational plate which is acceptable in 
practically evéry other country in Eu- 
rope, and he can cross and re-cross 
international boundary lines without any 
trouble whatever. 

“Surely if European countries can 
agree in a matter of this sort, it does 
net seem reasonable that the several 
states of the Union and the Capital 
District of the country should be unable 
to provide for free and uninterrupted 
roads travel. It is now generally recog- 
nized that a state must provide stur- 
dier road construction because of the 
multiplying of a faster and moré eco- 
ngmical road vehicle. With a logical 
plan of Federal participation with the 
several states a large percentage of 
highways expense of an interstate char- 
acter properly would be transférred to 
the national Governmert.”’ 


S, A. E. INVESTIGATING 
ROAD TAX FORMULA 


In a report made to the Soctety of Au- 
tomobile Engineers at its annual meet- 
ing, the research division of the Stand- 
ards Committee disclosed the fact that 
the United States Government is now 
conducting a series of road experiments 
the results of which will aid materially 
in the development of an engineering 
formula for vehicle taxation, based in 
part at least on road destructive effect. 
In addition to these data, which will be 
furnished the division as soon as they 
are available, the Highway Commissions 


information covering the road-destruc- 
tive tendencies of practically every type 
of vehicle, both motor-driven and horse- 
drawn, and it is the purpose of the di- 
vision to secure the results of these 
experiments to aid in the determination 
of a proper formula for road taxation. . 

It is, of course, realized that between 
the development of the formula and its 
adoption by the various state Legisla- 
tures liés a gulf to be bridged only by 
the various politico-social organizations 
interested. In the subject. It is hoped, 
however, that with «a universal formula 
on which to base taxation something 
more nearly approaching a uniform tax 
rate may be established. It ig even 
possible that the much-discussed and 
long-hoped-for national motor vehicle 
law will find its inception fn part in the 
work of the 8. A. E. Research Division.

ALCOHOL AS ANTI-FREEZE 

According to BE. J. Miles, chief metal- 
lurgist of the Maxw6l Motor Ce. of De-. 
troit, the best material for use in au- 
tomobile radiators is ‘grain alcohol 
(ethyl-alcohol) and by varying the pro- 
portions of water and alcohol, any de- 


sired freezing ternperature may be ob- 
tained. For example, % per cent alco- 
hol and 8 per cent water freezes at 
about 10 degrees above zero. A mixture 
of 8) per cent alcohol and 7 per cent 
water freezes at about & below sero. If 
the mixture is made or @ per cent al- 
cohol and 60 per cent water, it will not 
freeze at 2% degrees below sero, while 
50 per cent alcohol and 50 per cent water 
freezes at about 35 degrees below zero. 
Denatured alcohol (not wood alcohol) 
can be used with equally as good re-

AND STATE BILLS 


Measure Would Forbid Opening 
of “Mufflers,” Tooting of 
Horns and Bell Ringing. 


FINES ARE PROVIDED FOR 
Glaring Searchlights Are Also to 


Be Eliminated if Pending 
Legislation Is Adopted. 


Bills introduced last week in the 
State Legislature and the City Council 
prohibit needless nuisances in connection 
with motoring, and have the indorse- 
ment of. automobile associations of the 
State and city. 

The Legislature, if it passes a measure 


introduced by Senator Casey of Kansas 
City, at the instance of the Missouri 
Automobile Association, will destroy 
the favorite pastime of the joy-rider 
who is wont to open the ‘muffler’ 
on still country roads at dead of night, 
making a goise like a fleet of aeroplanes 
that can be heard in every household 
within a mile or more. 

A Council bin drafted by Director of 
Streets and Sewers Talbert after con- 
sultation with officials of the St. Louis 
Automobile Club, provides an additional 
penalty for the joy-rider who opens 
the muffler from an exhaust pipe within 
the city Hmits. 

No Bell Ringing. 

Telbert’s bill also prohibits the ring- 
ing of bells, tooting’ of horns or other 
noilse-making by motorists, except as a 
warning or to attract the attention of 
a traffic officer. Violations of its pro- 
visions are to be punishable by fines 
of from $5 to $600. 

The local measure aims also at the 
glaring headlight that dazzles those 
ahead and is responsible for many col- 
lisions. It provides that no headlight 
Shall project a ray more than three 
feet above a roadway at a distance of

My wife isn't 
dead. ‘That ‘wasn’t her body’ they 
found. She’ll turn up all right.” 

All through the forenoon Sprouse 
led the other 15 prisoners in song. In 
a rather high-pitched voice “he sang 
“Casey Jones” and “A Hot Time in 
the Old Town Tonight.” When one 
of the other prisoners produced a 
hymn book Sprouse joined in the 
singing, but he put more fervor into 
the ragtime songs.

Left Home With Wife.

While runs the past week were lighter 
than those of the preceding period, de- 
clines were again in force in the beef 
steer trade and the week’s market was 
on the lowest basis it has been for 
nearly two months. Buyers evidently 
are trying to get steers down to a 
considerably lower basis, and they 
hammered prices all week. Liberal runs 
around the market circle was also a 
bearish factor and had much to do with 
declines. In general, the steer trade 
was 16@25c lower, although there was 
some strength toward the close of the 
week. Nothing strictly prime was of- 
fered for sale, some Kansas steers top- 
ing for the week at $8.50. Prime steers 
would not have gone much above $9.50 
on the past week’s market. 

Trade in putcher cattle fluctuated ; 
slightly. Declines developed early in the 
period, followed by a reaction, But 
the bulk of heifers, aside from astrictl 
choice, lightweight kinds, closed j] 
lic lower. Light weight, good quality 
heifers were wanted all week and sold 
strong. 

Trade in cows was in much the same 
shape as heifers.

WHEAT BREAKS 5 CENTS 
IN FIFTEEN MINUTES 


CHICAGO, Jdn. 16.—Five cents a 
bushel was knocked off the price of 
wheat today in less than 15 minutes, 
putting the market here under severe 
strain and causing a flood of stop-loss 
selling. The flurry, which to some ex- 
tent was later overcome, was started by 
reports that a bill would be introduced 
in Congress to place an embargo on ex- 
ports of wheat. 

President Wilson’s order for an Inves- 
tigation touching wheat and flour was 
not known of here until after trading 
hours. The wheat market closed un-

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UOTTON USED LAST 
MONTH BY MILLS 


Census Bureau’s Consumption 
Report Shows 1913 Figures Are 
Gradually Being Overtaken. 


According te the report of the Cengus 
Bureau, the amount of cotton conwamea 
in this country during December, 1914, 
was 450,834 bales, compared with 46,-, 
£62 during the same month in 1913. The 
same authority gives the November 
(1914) consumption of cotton at 420,663 
bales, as compared with 456,366 in No- 
vember, 1913. Here is an actual gain 
during December of over 30,000 bales, 
which is encouraging when the holidays 
are taken into consideration. 

This consumption by American spin- 
ners does not come up to general ex- 
bectations, however. At the beginning 
of the season it was generally conced- 
ed that in view of the opportunities 
afforded by lack of competition abroad, 
our mills should consume close to 7,- 
000,000 bales of cotton during the cur- 
rent season, including linters, or nearly 

per cent more. The present rate of 
consumption is considerably under that 
Of last season, but the Increase is grad- 
ually evening up the figures. 

The ‘total consumption for the five 
months ending Dec. 31, 1914, including 
linters, was 5 253,696 bales, compared 
With 2,433,280 for the same period in 
1918, or an average of about 36,000 bales 
& month less. December consumption 
this year was but about 6800 bales lesz 
than during the same month last year. 

Stocks of cotton in manufacturers’ es- 
tablishments on Dec. 31, 1914, are given 
as 1,342,300 bales, compared with 1,723,- 
449 in 1913, exclusive of linters, Here is 
a loss in manufacturers’ stock of about 

,000 bales. This is somewhat indica- 
tive of the disposition of United States 
mills to overstay the market. 


Banking Cenditions Better. 


It is not possible to estimate the 
amount of cotton that mills have 
bought ahead, to be delivered during 
the next six months. They may have 
bought heavily or not. 

If they have not bought they must now 
Pay for their cotton a price much 
wnat than might have been possible. 
Whether this will incline them to wait 
yet longer is another question. ‘It is 
soneraliy believed that they have bought 
more freely than usual, and this view 
seems plausible when it is considered 
that they are eating into their stocks 
with great confidence. 

At whatever price it may ultimately 
sell, there is a big supply of cotton 
and this makes for confidence on the 
part of the mills. 

As pointed opt before many times in 
this column, the strength of the cotton 
market and the steady advance in prices 
in the spring of 1912 was due to over- 
confidence on the part of sellers of al! 
kinds—mill men, dealers in cotton and 
dealers in cotton goods and speculators. 
All went short and waited and waited 
for the decline which did not come. 
This year, with a greater surplus, the 
financial problem is easier because of 
the difference in price and because of 
more favorable banking conditions, 

Nor must these first few months be 
accepted as a measure of what is to 
come. The destruction of everything 
that requires the consumption of cotton 
is greater than anticipated, clothing be- 
ing actually destroyed after a few weeks’ 
wear and requiring absolute replace- 
ment, 

Exports Increasing Rapidly. 

Exports have increased wonderfully 
and the discrepancy is less every month. 
The total amount of cotton that had 
come in sight to Jan. 8, this year, was 
£,096,576 bales, compared with 10,441,162 
to the same date last season. Ginning 
returns indicate a production already of 
1,100,000 bales more than last year. The 
combination of the into-sight and gin- 
ning figures result in an indicated stock 
of cotton im producers’ hands of about 
2,400,000 bales larger than at the same 
time last year. 

The total spinners’ takings of Ameri- 
can cotton to Jan. 8, 1915, was 4,921,248 
bales, compared. with 7,112,821 bales last 
year on the same date, a difference of 
about 2,191,000 bales. Thig deficiency is 
very near to the deficiency in the into- 
sight movement, The conclusion is that 
cotton is not being pressed forward for 
sales, but brought into sight in propor- 
tion to the demand. Such a movement 
can in no wise affect prices adversely, 
however large the supply may be. 
When the thought is new, the knowl- 
edge that there is a very large supply 
of cotton may bey 2 on prices, ut 
when the trade has become accustomed 
to the figures, the only weight is the 
cotton that is actually offered for sale. 
Prié&s in the spot markets are slightly 
higher. Galveston quotes middling at 
¢ cents, and Houston and Augusta at 
7 16-16c each. The other principal mar- 
kets are quoted from to 7%o0 for 
middling. These quotations are, as a 
rule, about what is being received for 
cotton on actual sales. Spot men de- 
clare that the demand is not so good 
ag it was a week ago, but some busi- 
ness is being put through and holders 
of cotton are very confident of their 
position, 

Prices Slightly Higher. 


There is plenty of cotton being of- 
fered for sdle, but offerings do not 
weigh heavily on the market, as de- 
sirable lots find a ready sale in pro- 
portion to the general movement, For 
a time there was heard some complaint 
of the .scarcity of good grades in the’ 
lots offered for sale. Some buyers re- 
port now that good grades are fairly 
abundant, but command a small pre- 
mium, Damaged .cotton is In evidence, 
especially in Texas. This works some- 
what against long-distance buying and 
puts the lower grades and late ginned 
cotton in disrepute.

One gets a great deal 
of beauty for nothing in New York, and if one is not 
covetous one does very well. 

After the show windows I tried the crowds. I find I 
do not notice the crowds very much during business hours 
or when I am merely rushing around in them—all these 
miles of people that get in one’s way when one is looking 
for two or three. Everyone seems to act in New York as 
if as few people must be noticed as possible “? 

Everyone is looking at somebody in particular between 
10 and 4 o'clock. Everywhere you go—in open doorways, 
in offices—you see it. 

After 4 o'clock the mood changes. One shine thinking 
of people in particular, and one stops thinking of one’s 
self. At 4 o’clock -one falls softly into the big, happy New 
York love of mass. One wants to be lost, to be lifted away 
from one’s self After 4 o’clock one likes rolling up the

A mysterious accident has 
lamed the Crown Prince hopelessly and it would not 
he an unprecedented thing if he were thrust aside so 
that a strong map might succeed the present Emperor. 
‘There appears to be no stronger man on the horizon 
of possibilities than the Grand Duke Nicholas. 

Dr. Wolf von Schierbrand of Austria has ealled the 

Grand Duke one of the principal instigators of the 
present war. Unquestionably he is a leader of the Pan- 
Slavie movement. Although he is the son of the Duchess 
of Oldenburg, a German Princess 
(whom he adored and whom he re- 
gembles personally) and of a Rus 

Grand Duke, whom he detest- 
Se he tas mands himself a Slav’ of 
the Slavs. His wife is the daughter 
of the King of Montenegro and she 
has intrigued incessantly to further 
the ef a pan-Slavic 
empire. . Her husband has ably sec- 
onded her, even when so doing 
brought him imperial displeasure, 
the Czar being largely Teutonic in 
his sympathies. 

The reigning house of Russia has 
throwm every possible stumbling 
bloek fm the Grand Duke's path- 
way. Alexander [Il did not relish 
the contrast between his own pun 
sons and their stalwart, masterful 
relative before whom Prince and 
peasant bowed fn.admiration.

For one thing, certainly, the Grand Duke When the present. war be-

That 
is why he is at 
present at the 
head of his troops 
on the battle line. 

If the Grand Duke emerges 
Russian people may conmelude 
of thimgs and make a hero o 
autoeratic manner and his quick temper have 
brought him into conflict with almest every 
element im the country at one time or another. 
With all bis faults, however, be has mever been 
accused of being a bad soldier. 

The most remarkable evidence of the Grand 
Duke’s personality was shown in the publica- 
tion of his two-volume book, “Emperor Alex- 
ander I.” The Grand Duke was president of 
the Imperial Societies of History and of 
Geography of Russia and, of course, had ac- 
cess to all the Official archives of the.court. 
The popular story of the moroseness of Em- 
peror Alexander, after the murder of his father, 
the Emperor Paul, was that he suffered from 
hy peracaattivanees and felt himself as next 
to a parricide because he might possibly have 
thrown greater protection about his father and 
thus prevented his murder. 
book, ruthlessly declares that Alexander was 
fully cognizant of the plot to assassinate the 
Emperor and even instigated it, and his after 
life, covered with an overwhelming remorse, 
was the natural cOnsequence of the crime. 

In 1911 the New York World had the census figures of 
the United States, gathered the preceding year, trans- 
lated into Russian and submitted to various Russian 
notables, among them the Grand Duke, with a request 
that they express an opinion on the great growth of 
this country. The Grand Duke became very impatient, 
almost even angry. 

“I cannot understand,” he bégan in perfect, clipped 
English, “why you Americans always want to know 
what other people think about you and your country. 
Russians never care what foreigners think about them. 
I don't approve of it. It shows a morbid self-conscious- 
ness. The faet is, America.is sti! raw. Let us take

I de not know why, but it 
is lacking in America. You have everything very big— 
factories which give employment to enough people to 
populate a city, and workrooms where hundreds of 
girls earn their living, and bridges which span the 
broadest waters in the world: but your factorfes are 
badly built and your workrooms so constructed that 
when a fire breaks out the girls are burned alive. Why? 
Lack of discipline. 

“When you have a war it will be the same thing. 
Your men will not know how to shoot. Your commis- 
sariat will have no provisions amd your guns will net 
go off. And yet a war you must have. No country 
can ever become solid and streng unless it undergoes a 
war. Within 50 years you must fight against a great 
military power. Perhaps yeu will be beaten. I think 
you will be—at first. Amd the defeat will be the great- 
est blessing Amertea can have. It will calm it. 

“When you have been beaten and found that a greater 
part of your civilization is humbug you will sit down 
to think. You will see that you want discipline. The 
lesson will cost you much gold and many men. And 
you will learn to talk less and to see to the foundations 
of yeur national life. You will become chastened in 
adversity.” 

In 1910 at the funeral of the Grand Duke Michael, 
Nichelas was commander of the District of St. Peters- 
burg and in eharge of the funeral. Many officers ap- 
peared for the funeral in what the Grand Duke con-

N almost any morning a touring car -

As the automobile comes to a halt the pas- 
senger flings open his coat. A diamond as big 
as a hazel nut glistens in his scarf. Another, al- 
most as large, depending from his watch charm, 
gleams against his generous expanse of fancy 
vest front. He smatches off a glove, and jewels 
upon his fingers make little lightning@ as he 
raises his hand to his mustache. The chauffeur 
obsequiously opens the door and the dazzling per- 
sonage alights. 

He makes his way briskly to the house, but 
not, one is almost shocked te note, by way of 
the front door. He stalks majesticaily to the back door 
and rings the bell. <A servant appears. Then the 
sumptuous apparition opens its tips and utters the 
staggering words: 

“Any old clothes to sell today?” 

And likely enough the fur-coated figure will emerge 
from the house some minntes later with arms full oi 
clothes and household articles and drive away with 
undiminished stateliness of air, as if unconscious of a 
second-hand mattress which now reposes beside him an‘1 
raises its contours unabashed above the top of the auto- 
mobile seat. 

Such is Max Appleman, St. Louis’ old clothes man 
de .juxe and. uncrowned king of second-hand dealers. 
He has recently been attempting to retire gradually 
from the business and visits only those customers who 
send for him, but previously he had a list of more than 
1000 clients, almost exclusively among the rich fam- 
ilies of the city, to make the rounds of whom required 
about two months, even with the aid of his automobile. 

Appleman came to St. Louis from Russia 123 years 
ago, when he was 21 years old. He takes no especial 
pride in the fact that he was not compelled to start out 
like so many of the “ol’ clo’” fraternity, by carrying a 
pack on his back, or by propelling a push cart. He had 
-a little money of his own, and with the aid of friends 
was able to invest in a horse and buggy. He lived and 
had his little storeroom at Sixteenth street and Franklin 
avenue. 

He was shrewd enough from the beginning to see a 
quicker way to fortune than that of chaffering over 
pennies among the poor for “rags,” az is the beginning 
of many second-hand dealers. He knew that the rich 
and well-to-do also have “old clothes” to dispose of; 
that they. wish to be rid of the garments not because 
they are worn out, but because they are tired of the 
clothes or else they have gone out of style; and that 
women with their pockets comfortably filled are not 
as prone to haggle over prices as others less fortunate,

He sells to retail mer- 
chants, furriers, furniture houses and the like, 
and to dealers who have a trade in used clothes, 
evening dresses, silk hats, dress suits and such 
luxuries at second hand.

HE United States Government is about. 

to give the whole country a sudden and 

complete cure for habit-forming drugs. In 

the opinion of a St. Louis expert in drug 

cures, this will mean that a sHort time 

after the first of next March the entire 

country will be appalled by a series of 
strange and terrible crimes, by more suicides than ever 
were known before, by apparently unaccountable break- 
downs of business men, by astonishing collapses of 
careers. . 


According to this expert, whose name for obvious 
reasons is withheld; the national cure will be severe, 
but it will be efficacious. He predicts that after the 
first throes of the reform have passed, the number 
of drug victims will be relatively as small as it is now 
great. While he inclines to favor the lowest estimate 
as the most probable, he declares it has been alleged 
that there are between 1,000,006 and 4,000,000 addicts of 
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opium in the United States. Users of cocaine and simié- 


lar drugs are not included in these figures. 

Uncle Sam’s incursion into the 

realms of practical, if somewhat — 
painful, therapeutics was author- 
ized by an act of Congress, ap- 
proved by President Wilson, Dec. 
14, 1914, which goes into effect 
March 1. In outer guise it is a 
taxation measure, but in actual 
practice it means that any per- 
son who sells or gives away habit- 
forming drugs without the in- 
structions of a physician shall be 
liable to an extreme penalty of 
five years’ imprisonment and a 
$2000 fine for each offense. Even 
the physician who prescribes them 
must take out a license to do so 
and must keep for two years a 
record, of each prescription, the 
record to be subject to the ex- 
amination of the authorities at 
practically any time. 

While the law is apparently 
only a matter of taxation and 
registration, it ‘expressly states 
that it does not alter, amend, im- 
pair. or repeal any provisions of 
an act entitled “An Act to pro- 
hibit the importation and use of 
opium for other than medicinal 
purposes.” This_simply means that a thorough check 
is established to catch any person who gives opium 
illegally. There is no chance for the doctor to blame 
the druggist, the druggist to blame the jobber, the 
jobber to pass it along to the manufacturer. Responsi- 
bility must be fixed »where it belongs. 1 

In the opinion of the expert this does not mean that 
no habit-forming drug will be sold. It will mean, how- 
_ ever, that the risk of selling it will be so great and the 
prices demanded so high as to make it prohibitive. Few 
druggists or doctors, he thinks, will care to buck Uncle 
Sam when the bucking inyolves the probable conse- 
quences of a long prison term. The business will be 
as dangerous as. counterfeiting and nothing like as 
profitaile. 

This unusually stringent act of Congress is within it- 
self evidence that the lawmakers have become alarmed 
over the spread of the drug habit in this country. The 
attention of students has been drawn to this greatly 
within the last few years. Contrary to a popular im- 
pression, habitual use of opiates is a most insidious 
thing which is rarely suspected in an individual until 
long after he has become almost hopelessly enslaved. 
The cure is pronounced more difficult, longer and more 
often ineffectual than cures for alcoholism or the cocaine 
habit or even the most lingerin* of communicable blood 
diseases. | , 

The cocaine habit, according to the expert, resembles 
alcoholism. The best cure is to segregate the patient, 
give him wholesome food and, wnen he is restored to 
let him go. Of course, if he resumes his old habits 
and temptations he will fall again, but that is not the 
fauit of the cure. With opium it is different.. The body 
has accumulated a poison which can be dispelled only 
by careful and intelligent medical treatment, usually 


_.pequiring a long time. . ) 
Opium gives the user an exhilaration, a feeling of 


aN 


bodily and mental power, no other agency can convey. 


- It brings much of the stimulation of alcoholism, in its 


early stages, without the intoxication of alcoholism. It 


. not only relieves pain, but it gives a false sense of gen- 
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eral well-being. Driv- 
ing business men who 
have come under its 
seductive sway find 
themselves more alert, ° 
more courageous. When 
the inevitable reaction 
comes they find them-- 
selves all the more depressed and inefficient. 
Gradually larger and’ more frequent dosage 
is required and then the false servant turns 
into the leering, brutal master, who scourges 
his victim with all the tortures of an inferno. 

Men of good health often use it for years 
without detection. Our expert declares he has treated 
hundreds of opium users whose best friends did not 
suspect they were addicts. These patients came from 
all stations in life, from the man whose name was an 
open sesame in his community’s business places to the 
most wretched wanderer upon the streets. One of them 
was a celebrated clergyman who for years had taken a 
small morphine tablet before going into the pulpit, and 
whose sudden mental collapse was the wonder of a 
whole state. : 

ach nerve in the body, the expert pointed out, is 
fitted within an envelope which, normally, it just fills. 
After prolonged use of the drug the nerve shrinks. 
When it rubs against the wrapper it communicates a 
sensation of acute pain. More opium is required to 
keep the pain deadened. To deprive a victim in this 
condition of the drug suddenly, according to the expert, 
will sooner or later throw him into vonvulsions and 


probably produce death. 
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said the expert, 
“often fail to realize the 
power of the habit. Many of 
them will tell a patient he is suffering 
simply from a habit which he can break by 
sheer will power. Ninety-nine times in a hundred 
the doctor is wrong. 2 


“In my own treatment I never think of depriving the 
sufferer of his opiate immediately. I try to build up 
his system to overthrow the poison it has already ac- 
cumulated, but I keep giving it to him in gradually 
reduced doses. I do not pretend that I can cure him 
in a hurry, or even promise a cure at all. 
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“When this new law has become thoroughly effective 


we are going to read of many strange things. We shall 
hear of men whose health has always appeared good 
suddenly collapsing in what is apparently a most ynac- 

countable manner. We shall undoubtedly hear of

“More than one person who has always 
borne a reputation for honesty will be 
found the author of unheard of crimes. 

Suppose we make a hypo. 
thetical case. Mr. X, a 
young man of exemplary 
habits, so far as anyone 
knows, is secretly an opium 
addict. He has been de- 
prived of all means of get- 
ting the drug. He will hunt 
up a drug store, the back 
door of which is insecure. 
Some night he will break 
in and get his drug. He 
will try it again. Then he wil] be 
caught in the place or shot and 
everybody will wonder what in the 
. world could have made him go 
wrong. 
“Personally I am afraid that 
suicide will be the portion of many. 
Let me impress upon you that there 
is no. passion so compelling as the 
acquired passion for this drug 
and no despair so intense as that 
which comes from -being deprived 
of it. 
_ “Good. will come of it in the long 
run, of course, but it will be bought 
at a terrible price. The new law 
is stringent. As a physician I must 
pay an annual tax of $1 for a 
license. With that. the revenue 
office will give me a series of blanks, upon which I must 
write all orders of sale for opiates. The druggist must 
do the same thing. The druggist must not sell me any 
opium for my private practice unless he knows I have 
the license. He cannot avoid responsibility by sup- 
posing that, since I am a registered physician, I have 
the license. -He must know, and unless he does know, 
he dare not give any opiates to my patients on my pre- 
scriptions. ° 
“I can, of course, if I have my license, give the pa- 
tient an opiate for medicinal purpose when he applies 
to me in person. If I give him some morphine tablets 
at my office today and he should ask me a week from 
today to send him some more by messenger, I cannot 
do it. In other words, I must be in personal attendance 
on him in the practice of my profession before | can. 
either give him the opiate or write a prescription. . The 
same thing holds good for dentists and veterinarians. 
“It is natural to suppose that no druggist will take 
chances. It is not sufficient for him that he receives a 
physician's prescription in due form. He must know 


- positively that the physician who signed it is lawfully 


unseats his reason and robe him 
““Bven the doctors who have not made a study of 


entitled to prescribe it.” 


Among the medicines coming under the provisions 


of the act are opium, morphine, codeine, heroin and 


cocaine salts. Records of purchasers must be kept avail 


able for inspection for two years.

HEN. the human 
soul - passing .

what are the visions which ys 
brings back. from. that. sullen 
bourn? What terrific adventures 
does the spirit pursue while it is 
disengaged «from its ecetsciin bhe 
body? 

In “Time and Themen: War- 
ing.” by Mortey Roberts (Put- 
nam's), which is now being. ac-. 
claimed as “the novel of the year,” 
Waring, during the rare operation 
ealied colectomy, is guided» by 
ether through the stupendous 
Gehenna of evolution: as .Dante 
was led by Virgil through ail the cir- 
cles of Heli. 

As the child, in the few montas. be- 
fore birth, is said to retrace all the ateps 
of physical eroiution from the amoeba to ' 
humanity, so Waring's. soul, in its few 
hours of detachment, is made to retrace 
the eons of anguish which lie between the 
dation of the lowest intelligence in nature 
and the full noon of the human mind. 

The body lies in torture under the knife, 
but cannot communicate its sufferings to the 
mind; but the mind itself, though cut off 
from the pain of the body, is simultaneously 
passing through an unspeakable anguish of its 
own—an anguish in which the whole process of 
creation passes before it in a full panorama of 
cosmic torture. 

Striking excerpts from this powerful study of 
the psychology of anesthesia are given herewith. 


OR a long while Waring did not as- 
cend oe, the deepest depths of 
anesthesia’ from which no suffering © 
mind or brain or body has yet re- 
turned with any report. Personality

Time is the only 
successive register of impressions. Of the growth of 


life and death, of the rain of stimuli, of the motions *

How long was it before he came out of the great and 
silent depths of total unconsciousness he knew not, and 
would never know, for he would not have believed what 
any told him.

Here was neither hope nor any 
power of looking forward. And all the power of look- 
ing back that this speck of fire possessed, if indeed it 
had any such power, was a sense of infinjte pain 
‘stretching far out beyorid all imagination, beyond the 
fatal beginning of things. .

If she is so disposed—I don‘t promise that she will 
be—she can make you believe quickly that she is not 
in any way an excerstional or fancy cook; that she has 
perfected herself in but two or three varieties of cakes; 
that the aforementioned sum was realized from the 
sale of but one variety, a loaf molded into one or two 
pound weights, made of no unusual ingredients peculiar 
to cakes save the addition of pecans and raisins, which 
distinguish it as what she calls her “Scotch cake.’ She 
ean convince you further, with the testimony of her 
equally conscientious mother, if need be, that she 
mixed and baked 2250 separate batches with her own 
hands, calling for assistance only upon the service of 
two helpers at creaming butter and sugar and outside 
helpers at raisin seeding. 

With account books and express receipts, if nec- 
essary, she can prove also that each of the 2250 orders 
was. executed and dispatched to its destination some- 
what ahead of its appointed time. And what may be 
the crowning marvel to business men, and a humili- 
ating admission for the business office of this paper 
to have to concur fn, be it said, Miss Horton has worked 
up her trade without one cent’s expenditure in ad- 
vertising. .

“Then there are the packing and shipping to be 
looked after, so that no waste or leakage.occurs there— 
quite a problem in itself, you’d have thought could you 
have seen the smal) boxes piled up and overflowing 
our hall and stairway the week before Christmas. 

“I have all the business I care to handle, all I can 
possibly handle without outlay for larger equipment, 
and this I don’t care to undertake. 

“T have an independent income and living here with 
my family, using the family kitchen for my work, I 
have no overhead or extfa expense except the extra 
ovens at holiday time. And I don’t care to assume any 
larger expense.

NTERESTING speculation as to whether disease 
is a matter of geography is aroused by an 
analysis of United States Census statistics on 
the mortality. records of 1911—the latest avail- 
able in complete form. The figures certainly 
appear to indicate that some of the Sixteen 
Deadly Diseases are more prevalent in some 

States than others, although doubtless it would scarcely 
be correct to say that a man with @ tendency to Bright's 
disease should shun New York as he would the plague 
or that a sufferer from consumption should stay out of 
California. . 

If there is no truth im the saying that there is nothb- 
ing so fallacious as facts except figures, it might be 
that an enlightened public would flock to the State of 
Washington, which had the lowest death rate for that 
year, and leave Maine, with the highest, a barren wil- 
derness. Furthermore, our benighted brethren who in- 
sist upon dwelling in the Atlantic Seaboard States 
would migrate Westward at once to insure themselves 
the greatest possibility of long life. 

The State of Washington, which nominally holds 
he palm, with a 1911 death rate of 8:9 to the 1000 pop- 

lation, has’ scarcely a legitimate claim upon the chem- 
orship. So far as death by “disease is concerned, 
ye yptana has a slight superiority. They must be turbu- 
lation Un however, in that common wealth, for Montana 

s all the states in the percentage of deaths by 
violence and is second in suicides, being surpassed in 
this classification only by California. At that, Montana 
is behind Washington by the slenderest of margins, 
so that one wonders what a horde of Methuselahs the 
State would develop if only it were more peaceful 

Our own State of Missouri ranks somewhere along 
the average for the entire country. California, Con- 
necticut, Kentucky, Maine, Maryland, Massachusetts, 
Michigan, New Hampshire, New Jersey, New York, 


' North Carolina, Pennsylvania, Rhode Island and Ver- 


mont all have a higher death rate than Missouri. while 
Colorado, Indiana, Minnesota, Montana, North Carolina, 
Washington, Wisconsin and Utah have a lower rate, and 
Ohio is tied with us. Missouri does not rank first in 
any of the Sixteen Deadly Diseases, nor is it lowest of 
any of them. The 24 states mentioned, by the way, are 
the only ones treated in the census report, as they are 
the only states with accurate measures of death regis- 
tration. 

Those provincial Easterners who still imagine that 
Missouri is the abode of bushwhackers and that each 
Missouri gentleman considers a six-shooter as part of 
his customary full dress, will be surprised to learn that 
life is safer from violence in Missouri than in any of 
the 25 states, Minnesota and Wisconsin alone excepted. 
Every one of the New England States ranks far above 
it in the percentage of violent deaths, Maine alone 
being close. Even Maine has more of them than Ken- 
tucky. Indeed, 18 states, including all of New England, 
have more violent deaths annually than the common- 
wealth which has long been the abode of the feudist. 

The first five states are Montana, California, Penn- 
sylvania, Colorado and Washington. New Hampshire 
and New Jersey, however, tie fer the doubtful honor 
of sixth place, while Massachusetts and Connecticut 
are close behind them, and New York, land of the 
“gunman,” is a close tenth, ranking above North Caro- 
lina which, in turn, outranks Ohio. There are more 
annual violent deaths in Vermont than in Utah, to the 
ratio of population. The genuinely peaceful states are 
Kentucky, Maryland, Missouri, Minnesota and Wiscon- 
tin. 

The Sixteen Deadly Diseases are correcily named. 
With the co-operation of Murder, Accident and Suicide, 
they cause by far the greatest number of deaths in 
the United States. If it were not for them the under- 
takers could scarcely make a decent living. 

First and worst of the Deadly Sixteen is Organic 
Heart Disease. He is a monster who annually num- 
bers his victims by the tens of thousands. Ia 1911 he 
killed 83,535 persons in much less than half the area 
of the United States, his ratio being 140.9 to the 100,- 
000 of population. 

His first lieutenant is Consumption, or tuberculosis 
of the lungs. Consumption was not a bad second, either, 
with a total of 81,796 deaths and a ratio of 140.9. The 
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others of this malignant band in the order of deadli- 
ness are Bright’s Disease, Pneumonia, Congeniial De 
bility, Apoplexy, Cancer, Respiratory Disease, Typhoid 
Fever, Diphtheria, Influenza, Cirrhosis (of-the liver), 
General Tuberculosis, Hernia and Appendicitis. Vio- 
lence ranked right after Bright’s Disease, and Suicide 
right after Diphtheria. In only 24 states these 18 
causes killed considerably more persons in the single 
year of 1911 than the total casualties in killed, wound- 
ed and missing in the Union armies for the entire 
Civil War. : 

In getting an accurate idea of these stupendous. totals, 
it must be remembered that these 18 are numerically 
only a small part of the causes which destroy human 
life in this country. Listed in the census report as 
“other diseases’ are many more than this number, while 
still others are expressly mentioned. The figures do 
not include the enormous infant mortality nor do they 
take account of the maladies peculiar to childhood. 

For purposes of comparison tabulations were made 


of these diseases by states. The records of each of the- 


Deadly Sixteen, together with deaths by violence and 
suicide, for each state were compiled. Against each 
state which had the highest mortality five points’ were 
charged. The second state was given a mark of four, 
the third three, the fourth two, the fifth one—the 
method of scoring being one usually adopted in im- 
portant athletic field meets. 

When all the figures had been arranged, they were 
added. It was found that Vermont led all the others in 
the race for this undesirable prize, while Wisconsin 
obtained the highest honors with the lowest score. Here 
is the total by points:

From this it will be seen that Vermont has the un- 
enviable distinction of being first in five of the 18 mur- 
derers, third in one and fourth in one. North Carolina 
is first in three, third in one and fifth in two. 

Indeed, all the states of the Atlantic seaboard show 
poorly in comparison. Of the “first” states, all but 
two—Montana and California—are in that section of 
the United States. Two of the three causes in which 
Montana and California lead are in violent deaths. In 
only one case, California, with cirrhosis of the liver, 
does any Western state lead in deaths due to disease. 

Perhaps one of the most startling discoveries in the 
figures is that the death rate of Colorado and Cali- 
fornia in tuberculosis of the lungs should be so high. 
it must be remembered, however, that those states are 
meceas for persons suffering from consumption in the 
rest of the United States. 

On the credit side of the ledger must be mentioned 
the states with the lowest percentages of deaths from the 
18 causes. Montana leads all, being lowest in heart 
disease, Bright’s disease, apoplexy, cancer and influ- 
enza. Michigan is lowest in tuberculosis of the lungs, 
Washington in pneumonia and simple meningitis.

COMPARATIVE chart showing a German view 
of what the changes of population in the six 
Great Powers of Europe will be in 1960 is. pub- 
lished by the Ilustrirte Zeitung. 

The salient points made in the drawing are that 
Russia, in the next halfcentury, will tower into a 
gigantic monster of 264,000,000 souls; and that the 
population of France, at the end of that time, will be 
Jess than it is today and only slightly greater than it 
was 60 years ago. According to the computation, France 
will have a census of only 37,700,000 in 1960, as against 
a population of 39,600,000 in 1911 and 35,800,000 in 1830. 


Germany, in 1960, will have aecomplished the tre- 
mendous feat of trebling its population in 100 years. 
It had a population of 35,400,000 in 1850, of 65,000,000 
im 191}, and in the Grs* decade of the second half of 
this century will have i{02,400,000, which is about the 

population of the United States today. 

Russia, in 1850, had a greater population than Ger- 
many boasts today, the figure being 70,000,000. In 1911 
the Czar ebunted 171,000,000 subjects, who will in- 


crease to a quarter of a biltion by the middle of this 
century. id 
For Austria-Hungary are given these totals of popu- 


lation: in 1850, 30,700,000; in 1891, 51,400,000, and in — 
1960, 76,400,000. Italy, with 24, 000,000 in 1850, had 
34,700,000 in 1911, and will grow to 52,200,000 in 1960. 

The German mathematician concedes to Great Britain 
a relative power of growth comparable to that of Ger- 
many itself. The figures for England are: in 1850, 
26,300,000; in 1911, 45,200,000, and in 1960, 66,700,000; 
or slightly mere than the population of Germany to 
day. 

The chart is based on the assumption that the Great 
Powers will in 196@ continue im the possession of thé 
same territories they command at present. 


Terrible 


OR many hundred years, little 
Montenegro, the gamecock of the 
Balkans, has crowed impudently 
from his perch on the Black 
Mountain, and although Turk and 
Christian alternately have tried 
to clip his spurs, none of them : 
has ever succeeded in doimg so. In consequence 
there is nothing surprising in the news from Southeast 
Europe that little Montenegro has given an account of 
itself altogether out of proportion to her size. 

There ought to be nothing surprising in this, how- 

ever, when it is reflected that Montenegro is a coun- 
try im which every sound male above the age of 20 
years serves 33 years in the army. 
_ The Code Danilo provides that any Montenegrin who 
shall show cowardice in any way shall be compelled by 
law to garb himself in a woman’s apron during the rest 
of his life. As the farmer said about the giraffe, “There 
ain’t no such animal,” and why the code provided for 
such punishment where men glory in fighting is hard 
to understand. The men of Crnagora, the Montenegrin 
ancient tithe, consider it a disgrace to wear any other 
than the national costume. From the King down they 
- are ever to be found clad im it. 

The soldier of the Toy Nation of Europe has a 
slogan that has come down to him from centuries of 
battling forebears. It is “Da Uchinino Jurish!” or 
“Let Us Charge'’’ These three words express his fight- 
ing makeup. The criticism about him while he fought 
his way to the taking of Scutari was that he was all the 
time in a state of “Da Uechinino Jurish,” as he rushed 
om the enemy, shouting his war cry and shooting and 
slashing till he won or dropped. Other soldiers of other 
nations may number more, but. it is doubtful if any 
single soldier of any nation amounted to more than 
the battler of the Black Mountain. 

It was that way in the recent Balkan war. While Bul- 
garia and Greece and Servia were fiddling around get- 
ting ready and the Turk was massing his reserves, 
King Nicholas quietly sent word out that his army 
would be expected to do some fighting in a few days. 
Oct. 8, Nicholas declared war, without knowing. or, ap- 
parently, caring what his allies would do, and that same 
day Montenegrin soldiers were on their way to the 
front. 

Their first objective was Scutari, a fortified town 
Montenegro had sold to Venice, and Turkey got it as 
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the Balkans and sweep on to victory 
for Montenegro 


the result of wars with the Italian city. Before he 
eould conquer it, King Nicholas had to surmount enor- 


mous obstacles. He was faced by a superior force,” 


safely intrenched- behind almost impassable mountains. 
That made little difference to the Montenegrins. They 
took pass after pass by storm, until finally they were 
camped around the city itself. 

For half a year the Montenegrins besieged the city, 
which had been called impregnable. Finally they car- 
ried its’ strongest defenses by assault. To clear the 
way for an infantry attac , 200 soldiers, carrying band 
grenades, scaled a great hil! in the face of a murderous 
fire and exploded their bombs. Every one of them was 
killed, but their work had been accomplished. Through 
the breach they had made their countrymen burst vic- 
toriously. The Terks held their ground for an hour, 
but had to admit defeat. ‘ 

With the city in his grasp, Nicholas was halted Dy 
the appearance of warships from six of the great 
European Powers and an armistice. For political rea- 
sons the rest of Europe didn’t want Montenegro to have 
Seutari. Nicholas replied he didn’t care what the rest 
of Europe wanted. When his allies finally agreed to 
tentative propositions of peace, Nicholas in disgust 
ordered his men to go on with the fight. The Turkish 
commander surrendered. 

Europe then told Nicholas he must give up Scutari. 
He told the rest of Europe, in language that was 
scantily diplomatic, to go chase ftself. ‘Im the 500 years 
of darkness in the Balkans,” he said proudly, “Mon- 
tenegro did not exist by the. good will of European 
diplomacy. Montenegro may die without Scutari, but 
she will die with honor.” 

Finally, after Austria, Italy, England, France and 
Germany had warned Nicholas, in varying form and lan- 
guage, that he would be destroyed if he held on, Russia 
added her perhaps reluctant adviee. She wanted Monte- 
negro to keep Scutari, and Nicholas knew it. But she 
counseled her to let go—just now—and knowing Rus- 
sia for a powerful ally, be gave in. Montenegro gave 
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up hard won Scutari, receiving in its place ap 
extension of territory to the south of the newly 
created State of Albania and a liberal extension 
on the east in the Sandjak of Novi-Bazar. The 
campaign cost the fighting Tom Thumb coun- 
try 11,200 dead and wounded. The Monte 
negrin soldier proved himself in 1913 the same 
valiant battler that he was in 1413. 

A battle that the Montenegrin fighter is proud to 
remember was fought in the spring of 1712 im the 
neighborhood of Podogritza, where many another en- 
counter took place century after century with the 
Turk. Sultan Achmet IIT sent a picked army of 60,000 
men into the Black Mowstain country to reduce Crna- 
gora to subjection. He did this because the Monte- 
negrins had invaded Herzegovina and Albania to aid 
the Russian Tsar in protecting the Christians in the. 
Sultan’s dominions. The little nation was outnum- 
bered ten one, but they fell upon their enemy so 
suddenly and impetuously that he was completely de- 
feated and driven back into Albania with a loss of 8 
standards. The knife fighting at close quarters was 
terrific. Danilo, the ruler, who led the center, was 
wounded and his principal commanders killed. 

As a following of this memorable baitle, Montenegro 
within the next twenty years was three times invaded 
and the Turk beaten back each time. One battle during 
these invasions iasted seven days, during which 100¢ 
mountaineers put 20,000 Turks to flight, because of their 
advantageous position, good marksmanship and great 
staying qualities. The epoch was a counterpart of the 
Montenegrin soldiers’ feats 300 years before. It is 
authentically recorded that between the vears 1424 to 
1436 there was a constant war with the Turk and no 
fewer than 63 battles were fought and 63 victories won 
over Ottoman troops in these 12 eventful years. 

In 1742 the Vizier of Bosnia demanded a tribute from 
the Montenegrins of 12 maidens, under threat of put- 
ting every grown male in the little country to the sword. 
They sent back word they would pay tribute with shot 
from a recent purchase of maiden gums that had never 
been fired. Forty-five thousand Turks invaded the 
Black Mountain country. They stood a fusillade*from 
rocky ambushes for 14 days, and then had to retire. In 
1835 a little band of Montenegrins, just 12 in number, 
seized the citadel of Zablaig and defended it against 
fearful odds until reinforced by 300 of their fellow sol- 
diers. Then they took the town. 


The Prehistoric Inhabitants of the Mimbres Valley, New Mexico 


ican Ethnology has described and figured a col- 

lection of beautiful pottery from the Mimbres 

Valley of New Mexico, dating back to prehistoric 

times, in the latest Smithsonian Institute publication. 

This ancient pottery is the first ever brought from that 

valley to the United States National Museum, and is 

unrepresented in other meseums. Its importance lies 

in the fact that a comparatively large number of speci- 

mens have human and other figures painted upon them 

and that they resemble those on the pottery from Casas 
Grandes in Mexico. 

As the former inhabitants of the Mimbres Valley have 

left mo traceable descendants, and as there are no his- 


D J. WALTER FPEWKES of the Bureau of Amer- 


torical records concerning them, it is mecessary to rely 


on a study of the archeological remains for knowledge 
of their culture. The valley of the Mimbres River, which 
fiows underground in the lower part of its course, has 
until recently been practically neglected by archeo- 
logists. During May and June, 1914, however, Dr. Fewkes 
made a reconnaissance of the region and obtained by 
excavation and purchase a fine collection of prehistoric 
objects numbering about 100 pieces for’ exhibition and 


study. 
The so-called lower Mimbres Valley, ¢ or Antelope Val- 
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geologically, from the surrounding eountry. Its south- 
ern end is a cultural gateway open to migration from 
Mexico, but closed by mountains on the east, north and 
west. 

An interesting and significant custom of the prehis- 
toric people of the Mimbres is a form or human burial 
employed, knowm as urn burial, in which the dead are 
sometimes buried under the floors of the houses in a 
sitting position with a bowl inverted over the head like 
a cap, or, when the body is extended, over the face. In 
these burfals the bowl was always “killed” or perforated 
by a small round hole in the bottom. This custom has 
been explained as due to the belief that earthenware 
utensils possess spirits which can escape only when the 
vessels have been “killed.” Strange similarity exists 
between this custom and a similar rite of the ancient 
Peruvians, who also sometimes depicted life- figures on 
pottery in pairs, just as was done by the people of the 
Mimbres Valley, and in some instances perforated their 
mortuary pottery. 

The early dwellers of this land were ignorant of writ- 
ing, although they ¢ut on the rocks pictures or picto- 
graphs, many of which occur in the Mimbres Valley 
near the sites of old ruins. 

The animal and human figures painted on the pot- 
tery are very realistic and remain today practically 
re a design and color even after the lapse 


This region {s distinguishable, both qeorrephically and though Guns are many mammals, fish and birds. The 
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delineations of the birds are especially true to nature, 
aad at the same time quite realistic though somewhat 
conventional. Geometrie designs as well as symbels 
are characteristic and highly instructive One of the 
bowls collected by Dr. Fewkes shows three hunters fol- 
lowing a deer, another depicts a hunter with a curved 
stick, evidently an archaic weapon resembling the throw- 
ing-stick. 

One odd feature of the ruins is the number of an- 
cient mortars used for pounding, whieh are excavated 
in rocks in place; in other words, they are not portable 
but permanent, and those who used them were egg! 
forced to journey thither, just as our farmers go 
the mill. 

The stone tobaceo pipes of the Mimbre@are tubular 
in form like the cleud-blowers uéed in certain Pueble 
Indian ceremonies. They are made of stone and shaped 
like our cigar holders. By sympathetic magic a cloud 
of smoke resembles a rain cloud, and the creation of 
the former ceremonially brings rain. A priest using 
the cloud-blower is illustrated on the interior of one of 
the painted bowls. The stone idols or fetishes collected 
in the Mimbres Valley have the form of frogs, bears 
and mountain lions, and are similar to those found in 
ancient ruins or Arizona.

How to Boil Eggs So as to 
Be Sure They Will 
Come Out All Right 


HERE are many ways of boiling 
eggs, but only a good cook can 
boil them with absolute certainty 
as to the appearance and flavor 

of the inside when opened. Dr. C. F. 
Langeworthy, in a bulletin of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, gives 
some rules that will enable even the in- 


experienced young bride to cook eggs: 


with the precision of a Pilippini. 

“It is not desirable,” he says, “to cook 
eggs in boiling water in order to secure 
the most satisfactory product. Those who 
have given. attention to the science 
as well as_ the’ practice of cook- 
ery recommend ‘soft-cooked,’ ‘medi- 
um-cooked’ and ‘hard-cooked’ eggs, all 
of which are cooked at a temperature low- 
er than 512 degrees Fahrenheit. In soft- 
-%o''ed eggs, properly prepared, the white 
resembles a soft, thick curd, while the 
wolk is fluid. Except for a suggestion of 
rawness, there will be little flavor, pro- 
vided fresh eggs are used. Medium- 
cooked eggs are more thoroughly cooked 
than those just mentioned, the results 
‘being, secured by longer cooking or by a 
Somewhat higher temperature. The white 
is soft and tender and the yolk slightly 
thickened. The flavor (which is devel- 
oped by cooking) is more pronouticed than 
that of a soft-cooked egg and is generally 

considered more agreeable. o 

“When an egg is covered with boiling 
water in a bain-marie or double boiier, 
and the temperature of the water in the 
otter vesse!] maintained at 180-190 degrees 
Fahrenheit for 30 to 45 mintites, the hard- 
cooxed egg results, with the yolk dry and 
mealy and the white solid, yet tender. 
The directions given for preparing soft- 
cooked, medium-cooked and hard-cooked 
eggs vary. The methods described in 
standard cookery books without doubt 


give the desired results if sufficient care 


is exercised. The‘chief difficulty en- 
countered by most cooks is to secure uni- 
form results, especially with soft-cooked 
and medium-cooked eggs. It must be 
remembered that such results can not be 
expected whd® conditions vary. The time 
of cooking, the amount of water used, the 
number, size and freshness of the eggs, 
and the kinds of vessels used are impor- 
tant factors. Thus, eggs which have been 
kept in an ice chest require more heat to 
‘warm them before cooking begins than 
do those which have been kept at room 


temperature. Again, s0 apparently trivial 


a detail as the sort of vessel used (whether 
earthen or metal) or the place where the 
vessel stands during the cooking may 
produce very different results.

been found to give uniform results in lab- 
oratory tests at the University of Illi- 
nois. Using a graniteware stewpan of 
1 quart capacity, 1 pint of water was heat- 
ed cver a gas flame; when the water 
boiled the gas was turned off and an egg 
which had been kept in a refrigerator was 
dropped into the water... Without dis- 
turbing the vessel it was covered cldsely 
and the egg allowed to remain in the wa- 
ter six minutes. It.was then soft-coo‘ed. 
As shown by tests, when the egg was 
dropped into the water the temperature 
fell almost at once to 185 degrees Fahren- 
heit and then slowly to 170-171 degrees 
Fahrenheit. If the egg remained in the 
water eight minutes, it was medium- 
cooked, the temperature of the water at 
the end of the period having fallen to 
162-164 degrees Fahrenheit.

Maple the Best Wood for 


Making Violins 


N the finest violins the body is made 
of white maple. In cheap ones violet 
ebony is used. In medium price 
ones alternative leaves of the two are 

employed, The begt wood of all is that 
of the epicea, a tree resembling a fir in 
general appearance, wh': ' grows in Cen- 
tral and Northern Euroode, but musical in- 
struinent makers set special value on that 
from the Vosges Mountains. Its wood is 
most homogenou; ar has the advantage 
over all others that there is scarcely any 
difference between the sap wood and the 
heart. 


Violet ebony, which comes from Brazil, 
Africa and India, is much used for pi- 
anos. True, ebony is now so expensive 
that it is reserved for nuts and twisters. 


Sycamore maple, somewhat less homo- 
geneous than white maple and hence less 
sonorous, is employed chiefly in making 
mandolins. 


The wood of trees from high altitudes 
and a severe climate is much better than 
that from plains and warmer countries for 
all purposes in which sonority is desired. 
And it should have not less than 200 or 300 
years of growth and its concentric circles 
should be no more than two or three mil- 
limeters apart. |

" NLY a few weeks ago the gardon- 
ers .n the grounds of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in Washing- 
ton were raking up the golden 

leaves of the gingko trees. At the same 

time Chinese laundrymen of the city were 
gathering up the pulpy fruits. Passersby 
who inquire of the Chinamen with their 

‘laden baskets and their sticky fingers 

what is to be done with the gingko fruits 

were met with no response whatever or 
by the curt words. “med-cine” or “eat 

‘"um.”’ . 

Both these statements are true. After 
the outside pulp is removed the kernel 


has the satiny: surface and soft color of 


old ivory. These nuts, roasted or boiled, 
are esteemed both as a relish and as a 
digestive. They are served at Oriental 
banquets muchtas we serve salted al-. 
monds. The noxious odor of the fresh 
pulp on the ground makes most Americans 
extremely skeptical. 

The fruit of the gingko is described aa 
a drupe, that is, a single kernel surround- 
ed by pulp. It is yellowish with a light 
bloom upon it and is im appearance not 
unlike ‘a small, light-colored persimmon. 
The odor of the fruit has been variously 
described. One authority says that the 
flesh is “juicy, sweet, puckery and mal- 
odorous—a. combination not unlike green 
gage, alum and asafoetida.’”’ Another 
calls it the “vilest smelling substance 
known.”’ 

The gingko tree can be characterized as 
extremely desirable for planting on 
streets, lawns and parks. Because of its 
characteristic foliage it is known also as 
the maidenhair tree. During the summer 
the leaves are a fresh, clear green and in 
the fall a brilliant golden yellow. It -has 
no important insect enemies and in im- 
munity from insect attac’s heads the Het 
of all shade trees in Washington. It is 
generally hardy over a wide range of 
country. It grows rayidly and during the 
first stages of its life somewhat resembles 
in its aspiring character the Lombanir 
poplar. Later on, however, it develops 
widé lateral branches and is not dis- 
similar in general form to a spreading 
oak. 

The gingko is one of the oldest tree 
forms known and represents a type which 
date from remote ages. Curiously 
enough it has never been found in a wild 
state, and those which have been intro- 
duced into other parts of the world have 
come from trees planted in China and 
Japan, generally about temples.

us who use the words “microbes” 

and “bacteria” as commonplaces of 
speech, these creatures were net 
discovered until 1881, when Pasteur 
brought them to light. It is true that he 
(and Lister) had for 15 years been sure 
of their existence and that the latter had 
shown the means of fighting them. But 
24 years ago Pasteur actually discovered 
two of the most important. These were 
the staphylococcus pyogenes atreus 
: (which means cocciform, collected in 
bunches, pus-forming, golden-colored mi- 
crobe), which he found in the pus of boils 
and carbuncles; ahd the streptococcus

pyogenes (which means cocciform, col- 
lected in chains, pus-forming microbe), 
which he found in wounds. 

“These microbes are found everywhere,” 
writes Prof. Carlo Fenizia, in La Sclenza 
per Tutti, “ready to infect every prick, 
every smallest cut upon the skin. There 
fore, whenever we cut ourselves we shouid 
wash the wound with pu-e alcohol and 
paint it with tincture of iodine, which is 
a powerful disinfectant. 
to wash with alcohol even the so-called 
scratches of the skin made by the razor 
when shaving, and it would be a mest 
useful precaution always to pass a bit 
of cotten soaked in 70 per cent alcohol 
over one’s face after shaving. For many 
pimples and sores have been produced by 
razors acting as instruments of infection. 

“Washing wounds with antiseptic sub 
stances constitutes antiseptics. But it is 

' preferable whenever possible to clear the 

’ skin of all microbes, to sterilize the in- 
struments, to disinfect the surgeon’s 
hands and to cover these with gloves of 
sterilized rubber. Then after the opera- 
tion it is necessary only to protect the 

‘ wound with sterilised material. . This is 
called asceptics, and every modern oper- 
ating room is equipped for this treat- 
‘ment, every part of it and everything in 
it being sterilized.” 


Accidents That Led to 
Big Discoveries 


OW to make starch from corn 

was discovered accidentally by 

Thomas _ Kingsford, a me 

chanic. One day he threw a 

mess of corn meal mush into the garbage 

pail. His wife emptied some lye into 

the same pail and in the morning when 

he emptied the pail he was astonished 

_ te find a small quantity of starch at the 
bottom. 

Thomas Bolsover, a Sheffield me 
chanic, was mending the handle of a 
knife made of copper and silver. He saw 
these metais fuse together and the idea 
of silver plating was born in his mind. 
_He laid a thin plate of siiver on a heav- 
jer one of copper and heated them till 
the edge of the silver began to melt. He 
took them from the fire, let them cool 
slightly, then rolled and hammered them 
to the desired thickness. This was the 
origin of “Sheffiela plate,” all of whi-h 
was made in this way until electroplat- 
ing was invented. 

Cornelius Dubbel left a bottle of aqua 
regia (a mixture of nitric and muriatic 
acids) on a shelf. It fell over; the acid 
ran down over a window and dropped 
into a bottle containing an extract of 
eochineal. This turned to a vivid scariet. 
Dubbel found that the acid had dissolved 
some of the tin of the window casing 
and the combination had produced the 
new color. A few experiments added 
the most brilliant color to the 
dyes.

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Improve Indian’ s Snowshoe 


known to the Old World before 

the discovery of the New. I¢ was 
made with the most primitive of tools, 
yet “to this today,” says Dillon Waliace, 
in an article in Recreation, “the white 
man with all his generations of training 
in craftmanship and the use of tools, 
has never produced a snowshoe in design, 


HE snowshoe was invented by the 
American Indian and was un- 


workmanship and ali other re- 
spects equal to that of the best 
Indian makers.” 

Differest tribes vf Indians 
have different styles of snow- 
shoes, according to the kind of 
country they inhabit. “Thus, in the wild 
stretches of muskeg and barren lying 
westward of Hudson Bay, the Crees use 
a long, narrow shoe,” says Mr. Wallace. 
The Micmacs of Nova Scotia use a broad, 
short snowshoe, for their country is hilly 
and forested. In the Labrador wilderness 
the shortest and broadest shoes are found. 
Mr. Wallace says the Mountaineers or 
Montagnals “are undoubtedly far and 
away the best snowshoe makers in the 
world. I have a pair of Mountaineer 
Indian beaver-tail snowshoes which have 
served me on mere than a thousand 
miles of rugged Northern trails. They 
are well made and are good for another 
thousand miles . Their extreme length, 
toe to heel, is 27% inches. The extreme 
width is 20 inches and the tread space 
between the bars, which have a good 
curve, is 1234 inches. The shoes weigh 
one and one-half pounds each. Light as 
these snowshoes are, they are strong 
enough to withstand the hard usage of 
the roughest trails. Their rim is birch, 
their cross*ars tamarack. 

“None but the Indian bas learned to 
make snowshoes with a webbing that will 
nt stretch and sag when wet. The In- 
dian scrapes, stretches, freezes, thaws 
and manipulates the caribou skin until 
it attains the quality of parchment. Th-n 
with marvelous skill he cuts it inte strips 
of uniform width, which he calls babiche. 
I have seen these strips cut so dexter- 
ously and so fine that when woven into 
piace they had almost the texture of 
coarse hair. This very fine babiche is 
used at the heel and toe. Between the 


crossbars, where the foot rests and the 
greatest strain oceurs, a much coarser 
and stronger babiche is used. When he 
ean procure it the Indian aiways uses 
caribou skin for this purpose, and un- 
doubtedly caribou skin produces superior 
snowshoe babiche. The best Indian snow- 
shoes are woven with a very close web- 
bing.” .

tanned moccasins, with two pairs of 
heavy woolen socks should be worn, ex- 
cept when the snow ts very dry, when 
buckskin moccasins are best. You can- 
not wear heeled shoes with snowshoes. 
Only the toe of the shoe is raised, the 
heel of the snowshoe dragging, and the 
toes of the wearer having free play in 
the toe-hole. 


“There are two things for the begin- 
ner to remember,” says Mr. Wallace. 
“The one is that he cannot lift) one snow- 
shoe while the other is resting upon it, 
and, therefore, he must step far enough 
and wide enough to keep his shoes cléar 
one of the other. He must also remem- 
ber that his snowshoes are not equipped 
with reverse levers, and, therefore, he 
eannot-walk backward.” 


The joy of tramping miles through the 
woods, jogging easily along over the sur- 
face of deep snow in the crisp sunshine 
of a fine winter's day can be known only 
to him who has experienced it. And it 


is so easy to do, for one can learn to. 


walk on snowshoes in a few minutes and 
with a little practice one can cover long 
distances with ease. Mr. Wallace says 
he covered three or four miles on his first 
trip. The present writer recalls that the 
first time he had snowshoes on he cov- 
ered about six miles, the first two of 
which were up a steep mountain, and 
the last two were down the same, these 
being taken at almost galloping speed. 
He had one or two falls at first, but 
suffered nothing more than a hearty 
laugh from his companions. 


Why Sun’s Rays 


Are Not so Hot 


Earty and Late as at High Noon

HE reason that the sun’s rays are 
not nearly so hot early in the 
morring and iate in the after- 
noon as they are at midday is 

well explained by reference to the ac- 
companving diagrams. The groups of 
heat-rays 8, S-1 
and S-2 are the 
same except that 
those at 8 pour 
down directly, 
these at S-1 arrive 
at a slight angie 
and those at 5-2 gt 
a still greater 
angle, The group 8 
eure the area 
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the group S-1 strikes the area 
A-1 C, and the group S-2 the area A-2 
D. The same quantity of heat-rays 
arrive in each case, but the greater the 
angle at which they come the greater the 
area ever which they are spread, and the 
less intense they must be. Then the 
atmosphere plays a great part. Fig. 2 
represents the earth with the layer of 
atmosphere around it. This atmosphere 
is not perfectly transparent, but is laden 
more or less with vapor and dust, and 
these absorb a certain quantity of beth 
light amd heat rays. The thicker the

HY does not every person 
have pulmonary tubercu- 
losis?’ as’:s Dr. Join North 
of Toledo, O.,,in an article | 

in the New York Medical Record. The 

tubercle bacillus is everywhere. We 

all exposed to the direct cause. We can- 

not have tuberculosis without the bacil- 

lus of tuberculosis, but this cannot grow 
and develop unless there is a proper soil 

for its growth. Some persons seem im- 

mune to tuberculosis. Why some per- 

sors are imme and others mot has been 

a subject for dispute among medi al men. 
“Over forty years ago my attention 

was drawn -to calcium and its use in the 

treatment of tuberculogis after reading 

Begdie, Coghill, Bell and others on the 

use of calcium in tu>erculosis. I have 

devoted a great deal of time in endeavor- 
ing to find out why all persons are not 
tuberculous. | have come to the con- 
clusion that one of the most prominent 
causes is ‘lime starvation,’ as Russell calls — 
it. Caleium is indispensable and essen- / 
tial in koth plant and animal life. Eyery 
tissue in t*e body contains its normal pro- 
pertion of calcium. If from amy cause the 
calcium becomes deficient, animals be- 
come more susceptible to tuberculosis 

In all cases of incipieat tubercalosis there — 

is a deficiency of calcium and the elimi- 

nation of calcium salts from the body ir 
increased.” 

Dr. North quotes the analysis of the 
soil of many parts of the United States, 
which shows that in the humid regions, 
where copcumption is prevalent, he soil 
has very little lime in it, while in the arid 
rezions, were there is no consumption 
except in patients who have gone there to 
get cured, the soil contains large quanti- 
ties of lime. 

“Ts there any benefit to be gained by 
our knowledge of ihe relationship of 
tuberculosis and soil formation?” he con- 
tinues. “People living m arid regions 
have more lime in the system than those 
who live in humid regions. There is less

‘tuberculosis among the people living in 


arid regions. Plants and vegetables — 
grown in arid regions have more lime in 
their composition than those from humid 
soils. In arid regions the air contains 
more dust which is loaded with lime and 
as a result the inhabitants inhale lime 
dust, which has proved to be beneficial. 
A practical application would do much 
in the fight against the ‘white plague.’ I 
most heartily approve of every effort that 
has been made to combat the latter. But 
it has seemed to me that there is a miss- 
ing link in the chain constituting the im- 
munity and prevention of pulmonary tu- 
berculosis.

Water Stream Carries 
Little Electricity 


HE slight danger that firemen run 
through the electric current 
passing from heavily charged 
wires up the stream oi water 
they are squirting is proved by an experi- 
ment conducted by Ugo Tartaglini and 
reported in La Scienza per Tutti. 
A™trolley car wire charged with a di- 
rect current of 525 volts had one end 
grounded; on the other end he directed 
a stream from a hose with a nozzle 15 
millimeters in diameter. At 2.20 metres 
distance a voltmetre attached to the 
nozzle registered 20 volts. At 65 centi- 
meters’. distance it registered 70 volts, 
and at 20 centimeters 210 volts. The av- 
erage man can stand a current of 50 
volts without serious shock, so a_fire- 
man who ho’ds bis nozzle five or six feet 
from a live wire runs no great danger. 
Mr. Tartaglini tried the same experi- 


‘ ment on two lines of alternating current, 


one with 2300, the other with 4660 volts, 
and the volitmetre did not register any ~ 
current in the stream of water, although 
a slight shock was when: he 
put his hand into it. With a ehemical 
extinguisher he got a current of 1550 
volts at 225 millimeters from a wire 
with a current of 2050 volts.
